SCHURZ AND SHERIDAN.

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 2.—Secretary 
Schurz this evening, in reply to the question 
why the order directing Gen. Merritt to pursue 
and punish the murderous Utes was counter- 
manded, said: As a matter of fact, the order 
has not been countermanded. The report to 
that effect isbimoly not true, and Gen. Sheri- 
dan bas been a little hasty in the telegram that.

5 SCHURZ EXPLAINS IT. 

Wasurnoron, D. C., Oct. 2.—Secretary 
Schurz bas to-day been asked by many persons 
whether he¢hought the dispatch of Gen. Sheri- 
dan to Gen. Sherman, iu which the former 
speaks of Gen. Merritt’s command as being 
“tied up and “sold out,” was intended to re- 
flect on the Iuterior Devartment. In response 
to this question and a number of cognate inqui- 
res addressed to him by a representative of the 
Associated Press, in an extended interview to- 
day, the Secretary made the following interest- 
ing statements, with which are given letters 
therein referred to:

THE OLD FIGHT 


BETWEEN THE WAR AND INTERIOR DEPART- 
MENTS. 


Seca Dispatch te The Tribune 

Wisnmorox, D. C., Oct. 20.—From all that 
can be ascertained this evening, both from 
Secretary Schurz and from army officers, there 
is entire harmony between the War and Interior 
Departments relative to the Utes. Gen. Sher- 
man and Secretary Schurz are agreed that no 
suggestions of peace will be considered unless 
they are based upon the surrender to the Feder- 
al authorities of the Utes who cochmitted the 
devredations at the White River Agency, and 
who assaulted Tooruburgh's conmima. The 
pending attempts for a termination of 
hostilities made by the Interior Depart- 
ment proceed upon no other assumption, 
and, if the Utes do not surrender 


the savages who are immediatelv responsible for 


the murder, the army will be instructed to give 
the hostiles the severest possible puuishment. 
Meanwhile, the operations of Gen. Sherman are 
strategic. Gen. Merritt’s forces are instructed 
not to proceed fur her through canyons, which 
will soon be filled with snow, and through an 
inaccessible couutry, but to remain in a place 
convenient for action against the Uces from the 
north. should the operations from the south 
prove uusuccessful. Pending this 
THE TROOPS ARE TO BE MASSED, 

in Southern Utah at points which can be much 
more easily reached by railroad than any portion 
of the hostile territory can be reached from Raw- 
lins, on the Union Pacific. 

The purpose of the War Department seems to 
be, if the hostiles are not surrendered, to en- 
deavor to pursue the Utes ultimately, both 
from the north and from the south, mek ug 
the Southeri Agency the chief basis of opera- 
tions. There, of course, is always some 
jealousy between the War aud Interior Depart- 
ments on the Indian questions. 

Gen. Sherman thinks that. as the army ulti- 
mately has to keep the Indians in subjection, 
the savage Indian, at least, ought to be placed 

UNDER THE CONTROL Of THE ARMY, 
while the Interior Department will endeavor to 
retain the Indian Bureau where it now is. But 
the present purpose of both Departments, as to 
the Ute question, seems to be to co-operate har- 
moniously in their efforts to punish the Utes 
who are immediately responsible for the pres- 
eut outbreak. Still, notwithst inding the assur- 
ances of the Interior Department that their 
policy with respect to the Utes is the proper 
ove, there are serious misgivings on the part of 
army Officers that the army, as Gen. Sheridan 
puts it, has been sold out.” 

THE INTERIOR DEPARTMENT OFFICIALS, 
however, insist that they have the fullest con- 
fidence in the plan now being followed, and 
that it would be igily to expose the army to un- 
necessary risks, with winter wea'her already 
threatening their march toward Rawlius. 

What the special instructions of Avent 
Adams are capoot be ascertained, but they are 
said to be wholly of a conciliatory nature. ‘The 
Iotertor Department asks that a iair trial be 
given to the plan now proposed, in order to vin- 
dicate its pelicy. Ihe War Department officals, 
winle express ng a regret at the pubdiicacion of 
Gen. Sneridan’s telegram, naturally sympathize 
with its spirit. 

GEN. SHERMAN HIMSELF IS SAID TO FEAR 


this publication will reuew a feeling of ill-will 
between the War and Inierior Departments. 
Ihe laterior Department claims to have sufll- 
cient correspondence from officers of the army, 
officially made to the War Devartment, to suow 
that the very complaints made by Agent 
Meeker about the bad conduct of the Utes near 
the White River Agency were disbelieved by the 
army officers sent to investigate them, and that 
they sustained their opinion with testimony of 
settiers in the vicinage of we troubles.

MERRITT’S RETURN.

AN OFFICIAL NOTIFICATION. 

Among the genera! orders received at military 
he adquarters yesterday was No. 23, containing 
the official notice of Maj. Taornburgh’s death. 
Itis dated at Fort Omaha, Neb., and runs as 
follows: 

It is the painful duty of the Department 
Commander to announce to the troova in this 
Departmeot the death Of Maj. Thomas I. 
Tuoruburgh, Fuurta ilofantry, who was killed 
in ap action with hostile lodians on Miik Creek, 
Colorado, Sept. 29, 1879. After giving bis mili- 
tary record, as already published in Tus 
TRIBUNE, the order savs: At the time of 
his death Maj. Thornburgbh was en route 
from Fort red Steele, W. T., with a 
command, to he Agenev of the White River 
Utes to protect their Agent and to preserve 
order amoag them. He was attacked by this 
tribe at ibe cross ag of Milk Creek, about twen- 
ty miles north of the Agency, and was killed 
while gallautly and efficientiy perform ng bis 
duty. As an officer Maj. Toornburgh was act- 
ive. ambitious, and actuated bv a bh sense of 
duty. His orivate life corresponded with his 
ofliciai reputation. It was unexceptionable and 
witaout a blemish. His death was that ofa 
brave and faithiul officer, and it has, without 
douot, caused much grief to the officers of this 
L. partment, by whom Maj. Thoraourgo was 
personally well kaown. 


A WANDERER. 


How a Citizen of Columbas, O., Lost His 
Reason and His Geography. 
Rpecial Dispatch to The Tribune.

Sir Francis Hiecks Found Gallty—An Unex- 
pected Verdict—It Will Teach Bank Di ect- 
ors a Whelesome Lesson—Canadias Ship- 
bing No Grain Car toes.

MONTREAL, Oct. 20.—The trial of Sir Francis 
Hincas was resumed this morumg. After couu- 
sel for the defendant and for the Crown bad ad- 
dressed the jurv, Mr. Justice Monk, in open- 
ing his charge to the jury, said that 
he did not know if the case ptzziled 
ting jury, but he confessed it puzzled him. This 
was the most painful case that had ever come 
before nm, and the jury must cast aside all 
prejudice in the matter and render a verdict 
according to the ev'dence. His Aonor delivered 
a lengthy charge, its tendency being strongly 
against the venerable accused. The jury 
retired to consider the verdict, and, 
after an absence of an bour and 
a quarter, returned with a yerdict of 
guilty. The venerable accused, on hearing the 
result, was evidently surprised, as be and his 
friends, includ ng counsel in the case, had con- 
fidentiy anticipated an acquittal. An immense 
audience had collected in court to learn the 
verdict, but the words pronounced by the jury 
were received with breathless silence. Sen- 
tence was pustponed, and Sir Francis was al- 
lowed to leave with his friend, on renewing his 
bail. The verdict created a profound sensation 
throughout the city, and knots of people col- 
lected at every corner to discyss the matter. 
Ihere is a great deal of sympathy expressed by 
the public for Sir Francis personally, but it is 
felt by the majority that the verdict is a just

There Being no coal freights at 
Cleveland for Canadian ports, very much dis- 
satisfaction is expressed by vessel-men at this 
state of affairs, opponents of the present Gov- 
ernment attributing it to the National policy in 
causing the scarcity of ocean cteamshiys at 
Montreal, others to high canal tolis and harbor 
dues at Montreal, and the delay ino 
torwarding and shioping grain at Kings- 
ton and Montreal, also to the quantity 
of grein already gone down and 
to go forward, taking all available freight-room 
at Montreal, and more say that shippers having 
the forwarding of grain in their own hands, for- 
ward it via Buffalo in preference, thereby bene- 
litipe their own vessels.

HB CONDUCTS A LARGE REPUBLICAN MEBTING

THE CZAR. 


Miseries of the Russian Antocrat, 
New York Grarhe. 

We have received from a source of which the 
authenticity is beyond question the following 
curiously interesting mtormation respecting the 
present personal condition of his Majesty the 
Czar of Russia. Our information is pot second- 
hand. It comes directly from one thoroughly in- 
formed in his own person of the facts which be 
has communicated to us. The Czar, for some 
time past, has been a prey vot only to constant 
apprehensions for his life, bat to feelings of re- 
morse for what he has done, and of fear for 
the punishment which awaits him after 
death. He has endeavored in vain, dy 
the study of modern philosophy, to 
free himself from belief in the immor- 
tality of the soul and in the punishment 
which awaits the wicked in the world to come. 
His mind has refused to accept the negative 
conclusions of the modern skeptics whose works 
he has read or With whom ne has persoaaily con- 
versed, and he is to-day, even more than he was 
in nis earlier years, at believer in the 
orthodox dyctrioes of Cori«tianity held in com- 
mon by the Greek and the Roman Church. He 
believes thut be has led a bad lie, an extremely 
bad life; and he despairs of find. ug means for 
the atonement of his cvil deeds, even bad he 
the moral strength to accept these means, walen 
he does not possess. Ihe tugugnt of addicacion 
often possesses him, and at times he seems to 
have made up his mind to cut ine fatal knots 
Which surround him, aud tu make his escape co 
Eugiand or to Frence, jeav.ne Russia to such 
fate as micht belall it after his departure; but 
the irresolute elements in his character always 
counteract this skopulse, aud he remains drift- 

oo from bad to worse. 

won a receut period he has sougbt relief 
from bis anxieties and fears by excessive in- 
duigence in strong wines and in spirits. N 4 
unttequentiy bas his Majesty been so into 
cated at an early bour of the day that he was 
incavaole of transacting any busioess, and 
couid only de taken care of and induced to 
Upon swakeawg from one of these 


appearance: his cheeks are sunken and haggard, 
his eyes are blooagsoot; bis expression is wat of 
one who anticipates a terrible calamity which 
may fall upon him at any moment. 

‘The precautions tstken for bis safety, not only 
when be goes outside the wails of ove of his 
palaces, but even waoile in the supposed sanctity 
of his own apartments, are cvriousiy minate 
and counter-checking. There appears to be no 
absolute trust re in any one. Every one 
about bis Majest 's person is watched by some 
one else, and eveu nis most confidential atteud- 
ants feel that they are Coder the most vigilant, 
unceasing, and sdsoiclous espionage. When 
the Czar chooses to drive through ue streets of 
his Capital, when be makes a railway-journey, 
and even when, as now, be is supposed to 
enjoying himself at Livadia, be koows that be is 
surrounded by a corbs of versous specialiy de- 
tailea to watch over bis safety; and yet he fears 
that io any one of these be may find an assasin 
thirsting for bis blood. 

When the Czar sisited London immediately 
after the marriage of bis daughter to mme Duke 
of Edinburgi, it was remarked by those who 
came closely in coutact with him that a more 
sorrow!ul aud anxious person bad rarely been 
seen. In the mids: of all the festivities which 
were arranged for his delight and honor, he sat 
lige a ghost at the banquet, or appeared as a 
criminal who was awaitug the moment when 
the executioner would appear to lead him to the 
scaffuid. Every subvequest month has deep- 
ened the auziet griefs, and remorse waich 
produce upon bis Majesty's countenance these 
sievs of a restless and fearful soul. There are 
some reasons for believing that bis mid has 
given away under the terrible pressure oy it 
bas been compelled to undergo, and thgt at 
times be is scarcely responsible for bis actions. 

He takes the most extraordinary likes and 
aislikes for persons and for animals. His fa- 
vorit for the tie being, de it man, woman, dog, 
vr bird, is petted to — extent chat is at once 
Judicrous and melauch oly to observe. When he 
was last in Paris he heard a young pianist whose 
execucion delighted bim. He at once took 
measures to have this young man return with 
bim to bis Capital, aud there, for a long time, 
nothing charmed the Czar so much as to listen 
to the playing of this youth, to converse with 
bum, to caress him, and to load bim wun every 
imaginable mark of favor and distinction. 

Again, be concentrated his affections upon 3 
spaniel-dog, for which be conceived @ violent 
and uncontroliabie passion. ‘The Czar and bis 

tdog were tor awhile inseparabie, and his 

ajesty, at the most inconvenient "moments, 
would dem ind that the animal should be 
bruught to him. It was at this time that a tie. 
patch was received anooune um that a eon of the 
Czar was on nis deato-ded, and that if the father 
wished to see him, the greatest haste was neces- 
sarv. A special train for the Emperor was lin- 
mediately ordered; eversthing was arranged; 
bat, as his Majesty "was about to enter the cars, 
he vered mat 
mal had taken an exceptional freak; be had 
escaped from the grounds of the palace, aud had 
gone off to amuse himseit elsewbere. The Czar, 
notwithstanding that de knew his favorit son 
was at ibe point of death, and that every mo-

The duty on it is 
30 cents a pound, sav $1.50; and 35 per cent, 
7800 cents, together 62.284 or 101 ver cent. 

‘ell, then, a pair of American blankets 
weigh.ng five pounds, that are not all wool out 
have a cotton warp, sell for $4.50 a pair, wnereas 
the English 9s. 2d., or $2.25, bianket is by far a 
better one. 

Our importation of blankets of all kinds for 
the jJast two years was as foliows:

HANCOCK’S SIAR IN THE ASCEYDANT 

Destiny seems to point to Gen. Hancock 
as the next Democratic candidate for the 
Presidency. R-cent events have conspired 
to put him forward as the most available 
man the Democrats can command. He is, 
and has been fcr some time, the favorit can- 
didate of the South. He was in command in 
Louisiava for a couple of years subsequently 
to the War, and endeared himself to the 
people of the South by authorizing the forma- 
tion of the first Democratic clubs for kiliing 
** niggers.” He divided the Democratic Con- 
vention of 1868 with Penp.ertox till Seymour 
was tuken up and nominated by acclamation 
as @ forlorn hope. He has been a candidate, 
more or less prominent, ever since. The ex- 


make of permitting the Northern Democrats 
to select the Presidential candidate, will un- 
doubtedly control the choice. Gen. CAAL- 
MERS, in a reeent speech at Coriath, Miss., 
unquestionably represented the Confederate 
purpose whea he said: 

It the Democracy of the. North will only give 
us a fair opportanity we will demonstrate to the 
worid that we have no jealousy of the Union sol- 
dier. Lf they will only nominate as our standard- 
dearer in 1080 some gailant soldier, who loved tne 
Union and sealed bis faith wiih his blood; who 
fought tor the preservation of the Union, and not 
tae destruction of the States; who was satisfied 
when the South laid down its arms, and refused to 
oppress and crush & conquered people,. then a 
wild shout of applause will go up from the Con- 
federate soldiers from the Potomac to the Rio 
Grande, that will echo and re-echo as it comes 
booming across the Ohio, until it awakens a re- 
sponsive chord in the hearts of the Union soidiers 
of the Norta. 

All this means Hancock. The ex-Confed- 
erates, for obvious reasons, would rather ruu 
a Northern civilian than a Union General, 
bus they have made up their minds that 
Grant will be the Republican candidate, and 
they exe afraid to go into the fight with a 
civilien. Besides, the civilian candidates on 
the Democratic side are rapidly beiug killed 
off. The Ohio election slaughtered Ton- 
MAN, who was even more prominently before 
the people of his Stute as a candidate for ro- 
election to the United Siates Senate than 
EwIne was as a candidate for Governor, and 
Tuurman was worse beaten than Ewa. 
That effectually disposed of him as a Presi- 
dential candidate. He would come before 
the Convention, if at all, with the embar- 
rassing confession that he could not carry 
his own State. The position would be so 
awkward, and the ciaim for the nomination 
so impertinent, that Mr. Taurman’s friends 
will probably not even present his name. 
Henpeices must share Tuunman’s fate, 
for he also identified himself with 
the Ohio campaign. Besides, the con- 
fidence which the Democrats feel 
that Indiana is going Democratic 
any way—itis the only Northern State they 
count upon with any degree of certainty— 
will be as injurious to Henpricxs as the 
certainty of defeat in Ohio is to Tuurman; 
the party will selfishly desire to take up 
some candidate who might possibly carry 
some other Norchern State, and that is not 
within Hzwxpaicks’ power. The Democrats 
of New York and the New England 8 
would probably serve formal notice on the 
party that HDs would be overwhelm- 
ingly defeated everywhere in the East. 

Inbus fate will be sealed next month. 
The wave that passed over Ohio will almost 
certainly reach New York, for the same in- 
fluences that worked out the defeat of the 
Democracy in California, Maine, and Ohio 
have been busy in New York, and the Ohio 
election has given them new momentum.

Gen. Hanooox, as a soldier candidate for 
President, will be in precisely the same po- 
sition as that occupied by Gen. Ewure and 
Gen. Rice in running for Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor of Onio. He will be 
on the wrong side for a Union soldier. He 
will be the candidate of the former O nfed- 
erates. He will be fighting for State su- 
premacy, whereas he fought in the War of 
the Rebellion for National supremacy. He 
will be the candidate put forward by “ Fort 
Pillow Cuatmers” and the other Oonfed- 
erate Brigadiers who have again secured the 
whip-hand over the negroes, and cheat, and 
thrash, and shoot, and despise them. He 
will be the hampion of vuilification, though 
he fought once for the integrity of the 
Union and the supremacy of the United 
States lawa. He will be the willing tool of 
the unreconciled and unrepentant Rebels 
who have already openly threatened to wipe 
out the last vestige of the War legislation 
from the National statute-books. The mere 
fact of his having been a Union General will 
not be likely to arouse enthusiasm among 
the old soldiers under these circumstances. 
It will rather excite their active animosity. 
They will look upon Hancock more as a de- 
serter than as a hero, for they will judge 
him by his new associations. 

Hancock will be at a special disadvantage 
in running against Grant, and it is Grant's 


‘nomination which is counted upon to make 
Hanodon’s calling sure. As between two 


Generals of the War, the Northern people 
will not hesitate between the chief and his 
lieutenant. If services in the War are to be 
the test, Gen. Grant's claim upon the people 
will completely overshadow Gen. Hancoocx’s. 
The former was the great General of the 
War, while the latter was one of many effi- 
cient aids. Grant has received the homage 
of the whole world in acknowledgment of 
his eminent ability and success; Hancock's 
career since the War has been quiet, retired, 
obscure. The only identification with pub- 
lic affairs which Hanooox has had since the 
War has not been greatiy to his credit; his 
conduct at the South while in command of 
Louisiana and Texis was such as 
to gain the gratitude of the ex-Con- 
federates, but, when written up in a 
Presidential campaign, it will not command 
the respect of the Union-loving population 
of this country. By nominating bim the 
Democrats will estop themselves from the 
outcry against military despotism which bas 
been their chief stock in trade, for Hancock 
is and always bas been a military man, never 
was and never can be anything else. 

The present indications certainly point to 
the nomioation of Hanoocg, but they just 
as certainly point to his defeat. 


ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 

The recent violent digcussions between 
Russia and Germany consequent upon the 
new offsnsive and defensive alliance between 
Germany and Austria are now succeeded by 
somewhat angry altercation between England 
and Russia, cousequent upon the occupation 
of Cabul by the former. The complication 
is of more importance in the latter case be- 
cause it is of an official character, the Russo- 
German war of words having been largely 
confined to the newspapers, while the Anglo- 
Russian is diplomatic in character. It seems 
to have commenced in an interview between 
Count Scmovvatorr and Lord Sa.msvry, 
wherein the former sought to es- 
tablish a basis for a mutual under- 
standing of the two Powers concerning 
their future relations in Afghanistan. The 
Russian Ambassador is reported to have 
made a distinct proposition to the Marquig 
to the effect that there should be a division, 
Eugland taking the eastern part— that is, 
the region arouud Cabul and Ghuzner (which 
was rather gratuitious, as England already 
holds it)—and Russia the western part, with 
Herat for her bgse. It is not improbable 
that the Count approached the Marquis at 
an inopportune time, since the recent dis- 


asters in Afghanistan have commenced to 


work a revulsion of popular feeling aga ust 
the Government which is hardly yet pacified 
by the triumph of Eaglish arms in the oecu- 
pation of Cabul. At any event, the Marquis 
is said to have absolutely rejected the propo- 
sition of the Coun’, and to have gone still 
further and declared the action of Russia as 
meddlesome. The subsequent speech of the 
Marquis at a banquet in Manchester goes to 
confirm his reputed bad temper in the inter- 
view. In reply to the charge of the Lib. 
erals that the Government had not acted up 
to ite policy as announced at the time cf the 
signing of the San Stefeno Treaty, the Mar- 
quis defended the Government avd himself 
in a manner that breathes very bitter hos- 
tility to Russia, and that was calculated to 
produce very angry retorta. It is not Lkely 
that Russia will look upon the following 
official declaraiion with a very calm degree 
of temper: 

In the present state of the Russian Empire 
Turkey has no reasoa to expect aggression, The 
badness of tae Government of Turkey or any other 
country would never justify us.in handing over 
great strategic positions to any Power whose ag- 
gressions threaten the hapoiness and independence 
of the world. But ibere are other points of the 
Treaty of Berlin besides th® occupation of the Bal- 
kans. If son do not trust the Turkish sentinel on 
the ramparts you may trust the Austrian Sentinel 
at the door. Since the Austrian occupation of 
Novi- Bazar the advance of the Russians beyond 
the Balkans and the Danube is impossible. In the 
independence and strength of Austria reats the last 
hope of European stability.“ 

S.ill more significaut is the report which 
comes that England has informed Rasem 
British influence must dominate in Afghan- 
istan’s foreign relations. With a strong 
alliance formed between Germany and Aus- 
tria, which is directed against Russia and in- 
tended not only to stop Russian aggression 
in Europe but to cripple her power, and 
with England resolutely laying obstacles in 
the way of her progress in Asia, the situation 
is a serious one, and lends a color of truth to 
the report that Gorrscuaxorr has been seek- 
ing an alliance wiih France. K 

The utterances of Lord Satissvry, how- 
ever, are to be taken with some degree of 
allowance. He is a diplomat, and diplomats 
are always mysterious in their utterances, 
saying one thing to cover another. He is an 
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Empire bo the object we all have in view, it 
is tor the country to jadge whether it is

or by more cautious if less exciting meth- 
ods.” | 

Still, beneath all this smoke there may be 
some fire, rather than the smoldering ashes 
of past discontents, The daoger may not be 
an imminent one cr near enough to provoke 
& war, especially in the present condition of 
Russia's troubles in Europe, which have been 
hightened by the Austro-German alliance. 
Still, Russia and Englund ure now face to face 


m Asia. Both have a policy to pursue there, 


and neither will willingly yield to the other. 
Russian progress in Asia is and can never be 
anything else than a menace to India. Her 
present possessions are not Worth the trouble 
of occupying them. They are inhabited by 
wild and wandering tribes, and can yield 
nothing of value to ber. The im- 
mense schemes of railrosd transportation, 
as well as of river and lake navigation, which 
she is now developing certainly bear no 
relation to Ber present possessions or to 
Afghauistan, except so far as the occupation 
of a portion of Afghanistan will help further 
them. They can point only in one direction, 
and, that is India, and if she can establish 
commercial relations with India to the dis- 
advantage, if not displacément, of England 
she strikes her a more powerful blow than 
she could ever deliver with her armies, even 
if she should be successful. 


THE CONTROLLER AND THE TREASURY. 

The Board of Education and the City Con- 
troller are at variance, and the sympathies 
and interests of the whole people who under- 
stand tne nutter are or should be with the 
Controller. In 1878 and 1874 the city made 
large appropriations for school buildings. 
Oaly a portion of the tax for this purpose 
was paid, and, so far as it was paid, was ex- 
pended. The remainder of the tax was de- 
clared illegal and was supposed to be lost. 
The City Council subsequently made good this 
loss to the school fund by new and additional 
appropriations and tax-levies. In the mean- 
time, under the back-tax law, a large pro- 
portion of the lost taxes of 1873-4 have now 
been recovered, and the Board of Education 
now demand that the portion of the pro- 
ceeds of the old levy for that purpose shall 
be paid over to their use. The Controller 
resists this on two grounds: first, that the 
old appropriations, except when there was 
an actual expenditure, a debt oreated, or 
scrip issued, is a lapsed appropriation, and, 
Uke any unexpeuded balance, goes into the 
general fund; and, second, that the schools 
have been made wiole by means of the sub- 
sequent appropriations made by the city to 
cover the loss of the revenue of 1878.4. 
Dither of these grounds ought to be sufli- 
cient. 

There are other reasons why the course of 
the Controller ought to be approved. The 
city is limited by law to a tax of 2 per cent on 
the State valuation. This will reduce the 
ordinary revenue for next year u million and 
a quarter of dollars. All the proceeds of the 
back taxes resulting from these old and 
lapsed appropriations will be needed to enable 
the city to pay its expenses in cash; scrip 


will have to be issued at best, but the sooner - 


the city can get to cash payments the better 
it will be for all concerned, especialiy those 
employed by the School Board. There are 
one million and a half of dollars in the City 
Treasury bearing somebody (not the city) a 
large interest; and yet the Controller has 
to aue serip to the school-teachers and 
others employed by the city. Under 
these circumstances, the Controller proposes 
to use the unemployed cash in the Treasury 
instead of scrip, and in this he will have the 
hearty approval of the whole city. The 
collection of these back taxes will enable the 
city to partially resume cash payments, and 
it is to be hoped the Controller will adhere 
to his purpose to the utmost extent that the 
law permits him. The Board of Education, 
having been made whole by new appropria- 
tions to cover the old ones supposed togbe 
lost, acts with an exceeding bad grace, con- 
sidering the financial straits of the city, in 
now demanding also the old taxes which have 
been recovered. 

It may be that additional legislation may 
be required, aud that it requires a special 
ordinance to convert these balances of old 
appropriations into the Treasury. If such 
an ordinance be desired, we hope the Coun- 
cil will make the order, not only with refer- 
ence to this balance of the school building 
appropriation for 1873 and 74, but also the 
balances of all the other old appropriations 
for those years. The next year will be one 
of enforced reduction, made so by the law 
limiting the revenue, and every dollar of 
cash now in the Treasury will be needed to 
wind up the business and pay off the scrip 
for the present year. This is no time to re- 
vive old appropriations made before the 
panic, ind which, by the way, have subse- 
quently been replaced by new appropriations. 


RUSSIAN DESIGNS AGAINST INDIA. 
If the present intentions of a Power can 


be judged from his:orical traditions and preo- 
edents, if its movements in the past furnisi 
any criterion by which to judge of its move- 
ments in the present, then certainly the 
English Government is warranted in its con- 
stant jealousy of every step which Russia 
takes in the direction of India, From this 
standpoint, the recent bostile utterances of 
the Marquis of Sarissurny towards that 
Power, and his indignant refusal of Count 
ScuovvaLorr’s proposition for the division 
of Afghanistan, become more intelligible. 
Indeed, his hostility, looked upon in the 
light of the past, is not without a good cause 
which has not hitherto been very apparent, 
especially in view of Russia’s repeated dis- 
claimer of menace to India. 

An historical writer in the Pall Mall Ga- 
rette has been studying the projects of Rus- 
sia against India in the past, and contributes 
to that paper some remarkably interesting 
information, to the effect that, from the days 
of Pxrzr the Great to the present, every 
Russian Emperor has planned an invasion of 
India, or has considered plans that have been 
submitted to him by his officers, and that 
every General and staff commander who has 
gone into Asia has sent to the War Depart- 
ment some plan looking to the same result. 
The first expedition, which went to Khiva in 
Prrxn's reign (1701), was instructed with 
reference to Ind.a in such a pointed manner 
as to indicate that Khiva was only regarded 
as a station on the road to India. Tue e- 
pedition failed, however, and a second was 
organized, but fresh European troubles di- 
verted tae attention of the Government 
from it, In 1800 the Emperor Pavt organ- 
ized a foree expremly to continue the 
march from Khiva to India, in conjunction 
with Napo.zoy, with whom he was in close 
alliance ; but when the alliance was broken 
the proposed expedition was abandoned. In 
1801 he organized a second expedition, under 
the command of Gen. Ok.orr, with m- 
structions to invade India, The latter was 
wellon his march with a strong force when 
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news reached him of the death of Pavt, and 
an order from his successor, , pas L.

East India Company in Central Asia, so dan- 
gerous to Russia, from taking root.” His 
agent visited Cabul and Candahar and of- 
fered a Rassian alliance, with subsidies and 
arms, in view of an attack upon Herat 
upon Eugland's allies in India. The presen 
Emperor of Russia has continued the policy 
of bis predecessor. It was only last year, it 
will be remembered, that be sent an Embassy 
to Cabul to establish direct commercial ro- 
lations with Afghanistan and India.” Sub- 
sequent events have thwarted the plan, 
and the Afghans themselves, evident- 
ly not unwilling to ally themselves 
with Russia, have now made such 
an alliance impossible without war be- 
tween England and Russia, More than this, 
their own action has raised fresh and almost 
insurmount.ble barriers against the progress 
of Russia towards India. The English de- 
mand that their Embassy should be received 
at Cabul was refused. In the short struggle 
which followed, the Afghans were overcome 
and Maj. Cavacnari established himself in 
the Capital,—the Englis: meanwhile advanc- 
ing their northwestern Indian frontier to 
the strong positions formerly ocvupied by 
the hill tribes and commanding the passes. 
The massacre of the Embassy led 
to a renewal of the war and the oc- 
cupation of the Capital by the En- 
glish. As against any further progress to- 
wards India, the Russians now fiud them- 
selves confronted by new and dangerous ob- 
stacles. The very heart of the country is 
now in English hands, with the power and 
the right to demand indemnity and further 
security. Her Indian frontier hes been im- 
meusely strengthened. Still more, the pres- 
ent Ameer, Yakoos Kuan, being deter- 
mined to abdicate, there is no danger that an 
Ameer uofriendly to Eagland will succeed 
him. The military progress of Russia, for a 
time at least, is blocked. How far her pres- 
ent vast commercial designs, foreshadowed 
by her railroad and navigation projects, will 
affect Iudia, remains to be seen. 


‘STASDING-BEAR’S APPEAL.

Sranpino-Bezak is a logical savage. Having 
laid his foundation by an assumption of 
humility and weakness on his own part, and 
of strength on the part of the white 
man, he proceeded to cite Scripture, 
to-wit: 1 have been toid that Jzsus 
the Son.of Gop says for us to help 
one another when in trouble, and I hope all 
of yon Christian people will help me, as I am 
in trouble.” This moving appeal touched 
the hearts of the excellent people of the 
Second Church, and they gave the good log- 
ical Indian several hundred dollars to fee his 
lawyers. This episode will no doubt greatly 
encourage the devoted friends of Iuadian 
civil.zation and Christianization. Skeptics 
who have studied the history of two huadred 
years of effort to make a human of the noble 
red man are requested to make a note of 
SranpDiInc-Bzar’s piety and logic. The one 
touches the hear. and the other appeals to the 
head. No doubt Rose Mara would de- 
notice the one as cané and the other as 
thinly-disguised cunning. But she is hardly 
a disinterested judge. Her father, a gentle, 
kindly man, was brutally murdered a few 
weeks ago by Sranprxc-Bear’s kinsmen, a 
band of untu ored savages. The orphan 
danghter, in the depths of her affliction, 
would doubtless favor the punishment of 
the savages for compassing the death of her 
father. And in her grief might desire 
the adoption of the Iadian idea of justice, 
revenge upon any representative of the of- 
fending race. The.e are people so shocked 
and enraged at the massacre of the gallant 
THornevuras and his troops, and the resi- 
dents of the Maxx Agency, that they quite 
agree with Rose Merxer that somebody 
ought to be brought to justice for the 
hideous crime. These regard Sranpmo- 
Bran's intrusion into a Christian church, on 
the heels of the late Indian atrocities, as 
evidence of cheek rather than piety,—as 
an illustration of Indian audacity born of 
long immunity from punishment, But 
Stanpinc-Bear, with bis collar of bears’ 
claws and white feather, backed by the Rev. 
Mr. Hansna, of Omaha, presented himself 
before an audience of a thousand Christian 
people, made his pious speech, pocketed 
his donation, and departed on his way to 
other churches.

Mr. Hansna should in Ais speech have re- 


ferred at least in a deprecating way to the 
late Ute massacres; but be did nothing of 
the sort. Ou the contraty, he defended the 
position of the Utes as equitable, and ut- 
tered not a word in reprobation of the 
methods they adopted to be revenged on the 
Interior Department. He admitted, indeed, 
that many of the Indians are degraded, but 
he coolly charged the entire blame of their 
degradation upon the whites. It 1s be- 
cause the white man has made them so,” 
oracularly pronounces the Rev. Mr. Hans. 
The reverend gentleman does nothing by 
halves. He even defendsd by implicition 
the massacre of Custxr’s troops by Srrrime- 
Bull. What a sarcasm upon our In- 
dian policy was the going of Irr- 
Tine-Butn to Oanada for protection,” 
exclaims the Rev. Mr. Hansa.

There is a prevalent theory among a class 
of optimistic bumanitarians that the Indian is 
agonizing for religion and civilization, but 
that he is deterred from embracing the one 
and adopting the h. bits of the other by the 
avarice of white men. But in the whole 
history of the Government’s dealings with 
the Indians, how many of them have 
betrayed a desire to settle down peaceably 
upon the land and adopt the habits of the 
agriculturist? Civilization commences with 
agriculture. Itisidle to presume that the 
Iodian will become civilized so long as he 
wanders about over the plains shooting game. 
If he would become civilized he must either 
till the soil or embark in mechanics, the arts, 
or literature. So long as he exhibits no taste 
for the one or the other of these pursuits he 
must remain asavage. Whenever the 300,000 
Indians are ready to exchange their ponies 
and rifles for hoes, and plows, and reaping 
and mowing machines, they wil! find plenty 
of land tocultivate. This is the answer to the 
queru:ous complaint constantly reiterated by 
sentimentalists to the effect that the whites rob 
the Indians of their lands, This country is 
not, and cannot remain, a mere hunt'ng- 
ground for savages. Every foot of it is to be 
turned over by the plow and made to yield 
abundant harvests of grain for the support 
of man. The whites will continue to invade 
hunting-grounds, as they always have in- 
vaded them, until they are all taken up. 
The only way to retain possession of the soil 
is to obtain a title to it and fence it in. 
Whenever the Indian elects to pursue this 
course he will cease to be a vagabond. But 
this involves the necessity of Indian civiliza- 
tion; and, after two huudred years of exper- 
iment, the problem of Indian civilization re- 
mains a problem still. 


CHEAP TRANSPORT sTION an WESTERN 
RIVERS. 


The Convention which was held at Quincy 
last week conducted its procedidings from 
the beginning to the end on tiie nar. 
row idea that no person was directly inter- 
ested in the improvement of the Western 
rivers save the people of St. Louis, Louis- 
ville, Cincinnati, Quincy, New Orleans, and 
other towns on the various streams flowing 
from the great North to the Gulf of Mexico. 
It is true the Convention, when referring to 
and describing the magnitude of the interests 
involved, included the territorial area between 
the Allegheny and the Rocky Mountains as 
comprising the Mississippi Valley, which 
valley, with its populauon and its products, 
had the right of a proprietor to demand of 
the country all the money that is needed to 
render the navigation of the Western rivers

The theory that the people whose com- 
merce is not carried on nor:h and south on 
these rivers have no direct interest in their 
improvement, and are, therefore, hostile to 
the most liberal expenditures for that pur- 
pose, is, however, asad mistake, No stronger 
evidence of this fact cam be shown than that 
furnished by Chicago. é, 

At the recent Convention, the C werner 
Illinois found ample time, while discussing 
the magnitude of the trade of the Mississippi 
Valley, to point out that in twelve months 
there had been received at New Ovleans, 
bound thither on the Mississippi, no less 
than 7,500, 000 bushels of grain, and he 
claimed that a region whose trade was thus 
magnified had the deepest possible interest 
in cheap transportation, The Governor 
might, without much effort, but with much 
greater force, h.we pointed out that, dur. 
ing the twelve months of 1878, Chicago had 
received and shipped East 134,500,000 bush- 
els of grain, while the Llinois Canal alone in 
its crippled condition furnished transpofta- 
tion for 7,500,000 bushels of grain to Chi- 
cago,—fully as much as the whole other 
water system furnished New Orleans. It 
will be seen, therefore, that Chicago paid the 
cost of transportation on 134,000,000 bush- 
els of grain ip one year, and therefore has 
some right to speak in behalf of cheap trans- 
portation. If the Mississippi River were in 
a naviguble conditiou, capable of furnishing 
transportation uninterrupted by low water, 
by floods, and storms, and ice, and furnish- 
ing a permanent route to market, it would 
be as great a benefit to the trade of Ch cago 
as if the river flowed on its original bed by 
this city on its way to the sea. If the prod- 
ucts of the Northwest now borne in such 
immense quantities to this city to 
be hence distributed to all parts 
of the world could be moved from 
St. Paul to New Orleans by the river at such 
rates of transportation as waquld be profitable, 
those rates of transportation would become 
the maximum that could be exacted for mov- 
ing that produce to Chicago by rail. It is 
not probable that any improvement of the 
river would divert much more tha: a small 
fraction of the grain from this or any other 
lake port to New Orleans; on the contrary, 
the cheap rate at which it wou be possible 
to move grain on that river would be the 
maximum of the rate fro.n the ‘Western river 
country to this city, and the producers of 
the Mississippi Valley and the consumers all 
over the globe would reap the benefit of the 
reduced charges for transportation, Rail- 
roads may combine and pool, but the river 
is beyond their control or combinations. Esti- 
mating that the cost of rail transportation 
of bread. tuffs from the West and Northwest, 
including all points in Minnesota, Dakota, 
Nebraska, Wisconsin, Iowa, Kansas, and 
Missouri, was 10 cents per bushel in excess 
of what it would have been had the rivers | 
been in a continuous and efficient 
navigatle condition, the éxteca of 
freights paid on the grain received 
in this city in 1878 would bave paid not only 
the freight, butalso would have purchased all 
the grain received at New Orleans in two 
years. Really, therefore, Chicago is more 
deeply interested pecuniarily in having the 
navigation of the Mississippi River improved 
and kept in proper condition than are all the | 
river cities combined, With perfect and 
always available of the Missis- 
sippi River, the trade of Chicago and 
of all the other lake cities will increase in 
the exact proportion that the grain produc- 
tion will be increased by the permanent ro- 
duction of the cost of transporiation. 

As we have pointed out, the grain trade 
with Chicago on the Illinois River, whose 
navigation as yet only extendg a short dis- 
tance below P. oria, was, in 1878, fu ly as 
great as was that of New Orleans, to which 
city the whole traffic of the Mississippi, Mis- 
sousi, Onio.

Thurman Funding Act Declared 
te Be Constitutional and 
Valid. : 


Extracts from Opinions of the 
Several Dissenting 
Justices. 


Wasutworoy, D. C., Oet. 20.—Sapreme Court. 
No. 1,088 of 1878, the Union Pacific Raiiroad 
Company, appellant, ve. United States, appeal 
front the Court of Claims, and No. 972 of 
1878, the Ceatral Pacific Railroad Compaov et 
al., appellants, vs. Albert Gallatin, appeal 
from the Circuit Court of the United States 
for the District of California. 

These cases, both of which fnvolve the con- 
stitutionality of the Pacific Raulroad act of 
May 7, 1878, known as the Tharman act, were 
decided avd the desisions announced on the 
last Morday of the last term. but owing to 
the great pressure of business nel ber the ma- 
jorit¢ of the Court nor the Justices who dis- 
seated were able to prepare written opinions 
in time to be delivered when the decisions 
were rendered. The opinions have since, how- 
ever, been prepared, ana were delivered this 
afternoon. 

Caref Justice Waite read the opfuſon of the 
majority of the Court, sustaining the constitu- 
tionality of che act in question, and dissenting 
ovinions were delivered by Associate ustices 
Bradley. Strong, and Field. The opinion of the 
Cmet Justice, which deals especially with the 
case of the Union Pacific, is in substance as fol- 
lows: 

The precise point to be determined in the 
ovinion of the Court is wheth@r a statute which 
requires the Company in the management of 
ics aifaire to set aside a portion of its income as 
a sink eng fund to meet its subsidy boods and 
o her mort@age debis when they mature de- 
prives the Com pan of its property without due 
vrocess of law, or in any o.ber way improperly 
interferes with vested r.gbts. 

The Court boics thata railroad company is 
subject to legisiative control so far as its busi- 
ness affects public interests; that dy the reser- 
vation contained in the chartering act of 1862 
and 1864 Congress retains fuli power to make 
such alterations and amendments of the charter 
as come within the just scope of the legislative 
power. In so doing it cannot undo what has al- 
ready Deen done, nor unmake coutracts which 
bave already been made; but it may provide for 
wat shal! be dove in the future, and may airect 
whut preparation shall be made tor 
the dae performance of contracts already 
eoretea into, In ices thag twenty years from 
the present time there will become due from 
tne Union Pacific Company about $30,000,000, 
secured by first and subsidy mortgages, besides 
the capital stock represent ng $36,000,000 more. 
Witn the exception of the land-grant littie if 
anything except the earoings of the Company 
can be depended on to meet these obligations 
when they mature. These earoings the Com- 
pan, after pay ug interest on its own bonds, 
nas been dividing from time to time among its 
stockboiders without laying by anyth.ng to 
meet the enormous debt which is soon to be 
come due. Tnus the stocknulders of the pres- 
ent time are recetv ng in the shape of dividends 
that which those of the futare may be com- 
pelled to lose. The United States occupy towards 
tuis corporation a two-fold reiadon: chat of 
sovereign and that of creditor. In their relation 
of sovereiyn it is their duty to see to it chat the 
corrent stockholders do not avvropriate to their 


own Use that which io equity belongs to o bers. 
A legislative reguiation waich does no more 


thao requ:re mem to apbmit heir just con! ribu- 


tion toward the payment of the bonded dent 
cannot in any sense de said tu deorive hem of 
turir property without due process of law.

New York, Oct. 20.—Mr. Mapleson began his 
season of Italian opera to-night under favorable 
auioices. The opera was “La Traviata,” with 
Mme. Ambre as Vio eta, Sig. Runcio as Alfredo, 
and Sig. Galessl as Germoat.’ The interest 
of the occasion Was naturally excited 
by the debut of Mme. Ambre 
and Signor Ruacio. Mme. Ambre was no: tor- 
d‘ally received on her avpearance, and evidently 
suffered from the servousness and gpcertainty 
iocigent toa first aopearaoce. A more trying 
role than Violetia it would be hard to find, 
yet most artiste like to make  toneir 
debut in „Traviata, ots itbhstanding 
continuous Strala upon their vocal 
resources and the dramatic requiremenis of the 
part. Mme. Ambre’s assumption of the char- 
acter mar be peopoanced a success. She did 
not take the audience captive at first; abe was, 
indeed, disuopoiut ng When she came on at the 
begiun ng of the opera. Her get ug seemed con- 
strained, her voice lacked tone and expression. 
Bac, perhaps. Mme. Ambre showed good judg- 
ment in reserviog her powers. In the latter 
parte she steadily tmoroved and continually 
gained the favor of her audience. Her voice 
became steady and clear, she showed more 
strength, and gave up singing out of tune, 
and at the end of the act i had 
justified ber reputation as agoprano capable of 
s nging the leading roles of Atalian opera to the 
satisfaction of a critical aydience. The im- 
pression she made was marked, and she 
had the bonor of several recalls after 
the curtain was lowered. Thencefor- 
ward Mme. Ambre improved, and em the 
third act flaally established her claim to dis- 
tinction. Her acting io the floaie of the opera 
was well conceived and skilifully executed. Ae 
to her singing, it may be said from a single 
near um that her voice has more of a 
mezzo soprano quality than was ex- 
pected. Her highest notes she 
takes lightlv, but they seem specially cultivated 
notes, and not within the range ot her natural 
voice.

APPALLING TRAGEDY. 


A Bloomington Mao Sheots His Son and 
Daughter, and Finishes by Kling Him- 
self. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

BLOOMINGTON, III., Oct. 20.—At noon to-day 
at the corner of North and Gridley streets, this 
city, occurrel a most appalling tragedy. At 
that hour William Hogg, an old and respected 
business man of Bloomington. entered his nome, 
and, drawing a Smith & Wesson seven-sbot pis- 
tol, shot bis daughter Mamie, aged 18, probably 
fatally. She was stooping filling a valise with 
clothing, and fell over insensible, the ball en- 
tering just behind the ear and passing down- 
ward into the throat. Hoge then went into the 
yard, where bis son Willie, aged 12, was playing, 
and, calling him to him, shot him in the same 
place. He then placed the revolver to his own 
head and fired, the ball entering bis temple and 
lodging in the brain. Willie, not being stunned, 
ran away. The father was on his back on the 
floor of the summer kitchen, with the pistol in 
bis right band, and the blood pouring from bis 
wound. Hoeg’s wiie was at Normal, and so 
probably missed a terrible death. 

Hogg died in about one hour. Willie, who it 
was thought would recover, is worse, and will 
scarcely survive the night, while but little hope 
is entertained for Mamie. 

Fivancial trouble is supposed to have caused 
the deed. 

Hogg came here from Cadis, O., in 1864, with 
nearly $100,000, neariy all of which he lost by 
poor speculation, and has found nimseif re- 
duced to poverty. It became necessary for him 
to give up his residence to his creditors, and to- 
day be was moving to Normal. He had been 
despondent for several days, and had béen 
closely watched. He was married some months 
ago to his second wife, Mrs. Taylor, a widow o! 
McLean County, a most excellent lady, who 
did all possible to assist him in bis embarrass- 
met t. Hovg was highly respected, aud widely 
koown. His son Harry, who died bere three 
years ago, was former a reporter on Taz CMI.

POST-OFFICE STEALING. 

The Special Agents of the Post-Office yester- 
day brought to light a case of petty stealing on 
the part of an old employe of the Cnicago office 
hien in many respects resembies the process 
of “knocking-down” alleged to be in vorue 
with cunductors and ’bus drivers, : 

The emplove in question is William Rost, the 
Superintendent of the West Division office, and 
an old employe, having been in the service some 
six years. His offense cousisted in collecting 
aud approoriating to his wu use the overdue 
postage on letters deliverea through boxes in 
bis office. When letters come from the main 
office which are known to be over weight, the 
extra postage is charged to the office of destina- 
tion, bat many letters on which extra postage 
is due are not discovered to be over weight 
until they reach the office of delivery. Here 
was Rost’s coance, and he improved it. He cul- 
lected all received and returned ooly that which 
was charged to him. When the *postage-<lue 
stamps” were invented it was thought that 
this ka*ck.ug-dewo would be prevented, out 
Rost was equal to the emergency. and acksow!- 
edges that he bas mace beer and cigar- 
movey as well since the use of these 
stamps as before. With the stamps sent 
him be would supply the carriers for their 
overweight letters, waile he collected ic person 
the postage on letters directed to business rms 
hav.uz boxes in his office. 

‘The amount of his d taleation is not known; 
but, althougb each case wa» small, in the agere- 
gate he acknowledges having rece:ved about §25 
per mouth, and the th ut bas been going on ior 
an wdetioit time. For tuts smat! montdi, addl- 
tion to his salary be fell, although receiving 
$1.300 per aunum. 

Au information, charging a eample “ knock- 
down,”? was tiled aguinst Rost py ne D.strict 
Attorney, and the iniormed-against pleaded 
guilty, and was sentenced 10 pay a fine of 
‘ud costs or stund committed until be did so. 
He finished the th ng up m sbort order by puy- 
ug it fi, e and go ng about nis business,—ovt, 
however. as one of Uncle Sam's le. ter- carriers. 

The mformation set forth. exclud ug che legal 
slusbery, that Rost delivered a letter addressed 
to D. M. Osborne & Co., upon which orepay- 
ment of the postage in full bad not been made, 
collceted the 18 cents still due, but without at- 
fixing und canceling the spec.al stamp, and 
.aiied to account for the over-due postage. 

‘Tbere are well grounded suspicions that 
Kost’s was not che only case, but his conviction 
will probably put a stop to this petty slealing. .

WAR ON LANDLORDS. 


Ap Incendiary Manifesto Issued by the Irish 
Skirmishers—An Appeal te the Irish Pee- 


* New York Herald. Oct, 18. 

The exciting news received from Ireland with- 
in the last few weeks bas unquestionably 
aroused considerable feeling among the Irisn 
people in this city and vicinity, and day after 
day the pages of the Herad are eager- 
ly scanned for the latest details of 
the ever-growing land agitation. Among Iris) 
citizens it is everywhere the all-absorb ug topic 
of conversation, and no one acquaipted with 
their habits can go among them without observ- 
ing that their feelings are worked up toa de- 
gree hitherto almost without precedent. Not 
even during the hight of the Fenian excite- 
ment was anything like the same intensity of 
feeling visible, aud if it has not yet taken 
definit shape it is only because no plan of 
action has been placed before the masses by any 
influential leader or recognized organization. 
Recogoizing:the want of a definit plan the Trust- 
ees Ct the Irish National Fund held a meeting 
last night and adopted an address to the Irish 


people. This paper is significant. loasmuch as 
it contains direct chreats of vengeance in case 
acts of cruelty sbould be perpetrated bv the 
Irish landlords or massacres by the Enaglish 
troops. It is as follows: 

THE ADDRESS. 


To the Irish People in the United Mattes Fut 
Low-CoUNTRYMEN: The threatening aspect in ire- 
land calis for prompt.and vigorous action on the 
part of the Nationalists in this country. It i= no 
time for idle talk, but for serious preparation for 
the stern work tagt ie before us. Tae National 
movement is fast approaching a crisis when its 
memoers must ve prevared to make larger sacri- 
tices and work with redoubled wal, so that the 
hour of trial may not find them uuprepared. 

In view of the change in tne situation it has been 
decided, with the concurrence of several trusted 
friends in the Nationa: dar y, to enlarge tue Board 
of Trustees vf the National Fund, and to appeal 
once more to the Irish people here for their sup- 


port. 

Tue National Fund was started with a view to 

roviding the means to strikea telling blow azainst 

ngland whenever an opportunity shovia present 
iteeif. Ie ooject was at first distinct from 
the general movement for Irish independence 
and not influenced by any varticuler crisis in 
Ireian : calling for immediate action. Its origina- 
tors never calculated that it shoula perform more 
than a- mall portion of the work of driving the 
foreigner from tne soil of Ireland. It was tntend- 
ed, in short, to hasten, if possiole, the advent of 
Ireland’s opportunity by inflictmg injury on Ea- 
giand at vital points and at critical moments walle 
show: ng the Irish people the immense power lying 
una sated in their hands for the destruction of 
that Empire whicu has roobed themof land and 
hoerty and dilven tuem homeless over the earth. 

The cal was responded to chiefiv by that clase 
of tae irish peopie in America who can least afford 
pecuniary sacridces, and under the pressure of un- 
precedented.y bard times. There was no apparent 
prospect. excevt fur a very brief period, of En- 

land becoming involvei in foreign war. no evi- 

ence of vigorous political lite in Ireland, no 
unusual danger menacing our countrymen at 
home,—notaig, in short, to stimulate Irish- 
Americans to unusual activity, and yet. taking ail 
the circumetances into account, the amount 
su oscrioed was very creditable. It was enouga to 
show that, under more favorable conditions, and 
with an object. the proximate realization of which 
could oe made clear to the majority of our people, 
with, above ail. the evidence of vigor, determina- 
tion, and steadiness of purpose in tne volitieal life 
of Ireland, Insb-Ameriea would be prepared to do 
its whole duty, and would sustain the struggle for 
the regeneration of the old land with its last dollar 
and its lust man. 

REASONS FOR DELAY. 


The amount contributed, however, though larger 
than was anticipated, and sufficient to carry out 
some ot the mimorthinzs indicated by ite found- 
ers, would not warrant the undertaking of such 
enterprises as would inflict real and lasting injury 
on our enemies or be of real benefit to Ireland. It 
was determined tbat when operations of this nature 
were commenced we snould be ab.e to deliver olow 
after b.ow with crusninz effect, and, that once oe- 
gun, the work saould go on till the power of En- 
gland should be so crippled chat our countrymen at 
home would not have the same odds against them 
as at present. It was seen aiso tnat the 
commencement of such work would 
force on a crisis in Irish. na- 
tional affairs, that the National 
party would be compelled oy the circumstances. 
thus created to take action for whicn toey are not 
prepared. After earnest consultation with the 
trusted men of the Naitonal party it was decided 
that preparatory stevs only should be taken, and 
that all action likely to precipitate a crisis in lre- 
land snoul ve pustponed toa more fitting oppor- 
tunity. It ie only by the closest union and the 
most complete cgncert of action tnat tue Irisa peo- 
pie can hope to succeed in overtarow.ng English 
domination. and ail the brancues of tre National 
party mast act as the divisions of an amy, an- 
mated by a common Durpose and emaed by an au- 
toonty whoma!i mast recozuize toward the point 
where the enemy is to be met. 

Such was the position of the National fund from 
its foundation to a few short weeks ago Since 
then toe whole sitaat on of affairs has cnanged. 
New duties are im on us, Dew sacrifices ue- 
manded. Ireland is face to face wi h one of the 
greatest criees in ber history. Her people are 
menaced with extermination and appeal to their 
expatriated Kindred for uelp in tais, their aour of 
surest need. 

THE CURSE OF LANDLORDISM. 


The foreign land!vrdsystem, waien has cursed 
the country since toe faal triumpn of English rule 
and dwarfed the energies of a people endowed with 
natural gitts fitting them for one of the highest 
places among the races of the world. has at length 
reached the Climax of its infamous history and 
reduced the people to the verge or baggary. 

Bad seavone and the competition of American 
produce perform but @ minor part in the desolation 
which now overspreads Ireland. It is the foreign 
landlords, the inhenters of the successive 
roboeries Of Tudors, Stuarts, Cromwellians 
and Wiiliamites-an idle horde wao perform 
no useful function in the land, —who drain the life- 
blood of the Nauon and render it itocapadle of re- 
sisting e en the most transient depression of traie 
or the effects of one oad season. Remove the 
biignt of landlordism. make tue filler of the soil 
independent of the Caprices of a petty autocrat, 
with no one to stand between him aud a Govern- 
ment which shall be the expression of the will of 
the whole people. ani ms quick iotelligeace and 
strong arm will provide from the teeming soil of 
his native land ampie remedies against oad seasons 
and foreign competition. 

Such arevolution the English Government and 
the Englieh lan lords of Ire and will never consent 
to. It can Only be accomplisaed oy the complete 
overthrow of British power in Ireland. But it 
must be plain to every thinking Irishman that 
the day of our final deliverance from Enagiish rule 
and from Englisu lanclorciam has not yet come. 
Our enemy must be more veset by aifficulties tuan 
at present, and the whole irish race tne wurld over 
must be aroused and thoroughly organ- 
ized for effort. Withont deing too 
sanguine, we are satisfied tuat our oppor- 
tuaity is fast approaching, and thet our duty is to 
wait for ite certain advent. The duty of preparing 


tar that event evolves on the organized nation- 
alists, but the danger which menaces a large 
section of our couatr, men at home imposes à duty 
on us that it would be cowardly to shirk. 

Troops are neing hurried to Ireland, and a reign 
of terror is about to oe inaugurated. The impoy- 
erished people have no money to pay the exoroi- 
tant rent demanded of them, and preparations ure 
being made to drive tiem off the land at the point 
of the bayonet. Dav. after day brings news of 
fresh bodies of infantry and cava.ry being drafted 
into the rural districts. There has been no dis- 
order among the people, nothing to justify tne re- 
sort to coercive measures. 1 Government ex- 
pects tnat, driven to extremity, the afflictea peo-

PAPER CAR-WHEELS, 


A Victery tor the Paliman Palace-Car Com 
pany. 
Thitade'vhia Record; Ot. 18. 

In the United States Circuit Court, before 
Judges MeKennan and Butler, the tral ot the 
case of George W. Halloway and wife against 
the Pullman Palace-Car Companv was resamed 
The plaintiffs sought to recover damages for the 
death of their son, caused by an accident op 
one of the Pullman cars on the 
of Nov. 1, 1876, om the Niagara ex- 
press train. The accident was cansed 
by the breaking of one of the wheels under the 
forward truck of the palace-car Woodbine, ger. 
eral persons being kilied and many wounded, 
The broken wheel, as well as all the wheeig of 
the palace-car on that train, was made of paper 
and the plamtiffs contended that the wareis 
made of that material were unfit for ase 
and not as good as first-class chilied 
iron wheels, and tac the use of such paper 
wheels was such gross negligence du ihe fart 
of the Pullman Palace-Car Company 48 
made the latter fiable for damages. Tig 
pla. utiff called a large number of engineers and 
er berts, no testified that in their opinion 
wheels were not fit for use, and that it was un- 
sale to place them under the Com panv's cars 
and that only wheels solidly cast were safe, 
Upon the cross-examination of inese e 
however, by F. X. Kansford and Christian 
Kueass, Esq., for the Pullman Palace-Car Com. 
pany, it turned out that the experts eicher 
knew nothing of the construction, manufacture, 
or qualities of the paper wheels, or eise were 
interested in the manufacture and use of iron 
wheels, which latter class, it is alleged, ars 
beng rapidly replaced by paper wheels, 
Namerous models of the paper wheels 
were eas the nd, by Messrs, 
Kneass aud aford, a 7 contended 
that they were not only more safe and durs- 
dle then the best fron wheels, but were far 
more expensive, and one of them would last as 
long as ten uf the other kind. It was sought to 
de estadlished that iron woeels were liable to 
®reak at any moment, were subject to contrac- 
tion and expansion by the friction of cold and 
heat, and were not strong enougn for 
the heavy Pullman cars, but that athe 
paper wheels were not liable to be af- 
fected by ei her heat or cold, were capsa- 
ble of sustaining any weight, supported 
the cars without jarrmg, and were prac 
ticably indestructible. It was also shown wat 
the North Pennsylvania Railroad Companys had 
agreed to keep the cars in and re- 
pair.

If we had uaderstood and appre- 
ciated this section as we ouhbt to have done at 
the time of the adjustment of our nor hero 
boundary live with Eugl end, we would ia all 
human probability have nad * fifty-four forty 
or gat.“ I dont now understand woat che 
real merits of that boundary controversy were, 
but it is more than provable that Eugland got 
the long end, for wherever there is a 
dicker about territory or aoythug which 
maxes for territorial aggraod'zement, you can 
as a rule trust oir amiavie reiatives across he 
water to beat the feliows be, deal wita. About 
the only time we ever did make Kagl ud really 
sick was in che matter of tne Boston tea busi- 
ness und the Alabama claims. 

This country west of che Red River of ths 
North over which we are now pass ng, and 
turough whica we Nor hero Pacific Railroad 
runs to the Missouri, must have come to us 
orizgiually by purchase from the first Napoieoo 
Bonaoarte. He had a great passion for own ug 
lund, provided here were pleoty oi suvjects on 
it. Butltnink Mr. Dalrymote, whose s#arms 
of teams we can see plow ug he ground on ei her 
side as we look Out of the car winudowWs on this 
pleasaot October day, has a better reputation as 
afarmer than me “First Consul“ ever nad, 
and it is not unlikely chat he will do the worid 
the more good of the two. 

This couatry is wheat! wheat! wheat! Wheat 
in almost oumberiess spack«, wheat in sacks 
piled up at tne sta ions, woeat in me loaded 
trains which we pass at nearly ever. sidihg.

A great effort will no doubt be 
made immediately to develop agriculture in 
Canada for the pur,ose of compet ug with 
America in the matter of food. And mere is 
no doubt that there is a vast extent 
of couotry lyme still north of the 
boundary line which is in all respects 
desirable.

„st, mutual desire to mike the reception an affair 
bedtting both the characver of tae iliustrious visitor 
and the position of Chicago as the metropoiis of 
tue Northwest. the following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted: 

eso ved, Tuat upon the arrival of Gen. Grant 
on the i2th of November ue be received by tae citi- 
eus of Chicago, and thit in the procession which 
will oe formen the Society of the Army of the Ten- 
nessee shall act asa guard of hon vr until the pro- 
cession is concluded; and that all military and 
civic socie ies, associations, and citizens oe in- 
vited to participate in tae procession, under such 
arrangements as saali be made vy the Committee 
of Citizens.” 

The im ned ate welcome of Gen. Grant, and the 
mansgemeut of the procession tous being placed iu 
caarge of tne citizens’ organizat‘on, your 
Vommittee recommend that, immediateiy 
upon the arrival of the General, he te 
received at the train by the full Committee“ 
of Reception, and tnat, on benalf of tue citizens 
of Chicsgo, 4 ref address, teudering tae we.co ne 
and hospitality of the city, de deiivered by the 
Coairman of said Committee. 

Tae procession being tormed and ready to move, 
the Genera! wil, at the close of the adress, pro- 
ceed to bis carriage in line of tae procession. the 
Army of the Tennessee acting as his guard of hon- 
Or. and, having viewel tne three decorated di- 
visions of the city, ve evcorted to his piace of resi- 
lence by the entire colama, tue latter to pas ia 
review on ite homeward march.

Another Ordinance in Favor of 
Diseased Meat. 


A Grab for the Back Taxes--Regulating Slanghter- 


| - The City Council met last evening, all of the 


members present except Ald. McNuroey, Wet- 


terer, and Jonas. ; 
DISEASED MBAT. 

Ald. Peevey presented the following ordinance, 
which was referred tu the Committee on Health 


and Couatv Relations: 

Section 1. If aur person or versons shall sell or 
expose forsale in the City of Chicago any emaciat- 
ed. tainted, putrid, or unwbolesome meats or pro- 
visions, such person or persons shall, on convic- 
tion. be fined not less thun $.0 nor more than 8200. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the au y of the Comm ssmoner 
of Health to forthwith seize and co ifiscate all sucn 
meats Or provisions, and to sell for rendering pur- 
poses only, at public vendne, all suco seized or 
confiscated meats, to the nighes. casa oidder 
therefor, and to deliver the proceeds of ali such 
sales to tae person or persons from whom such 
meats shali have oren taken. 

Suc. 3. Any person or persons who shall, except 
for rendermng purposes. purcuase or seil, OF @X- 
pose for sale, in said City of Chicago, any meat 
wh'ch has oeen seizeior condemned by virtue of 
Sec. 2of thw ordinance shail, apon conviction, 
de fined not less than $50, nor more than $200. 

Sec. 4. Every ani all ordinances or paris of 
ordisances in conflict berewith are hereby re- 

aled. 
eo 5. This ordinacce shall be fn force from and 
after its passage and due pdubuceation. 

Ald. Meier called up bis resolution in refer- 
ence to providing for the better ventilation of 
factories, etc., and it was made a special order 
for the next meeting.

de or she be under 21. can obtain 160 acres of 
land as a gift for a home by residing upon it for 
five Years; Sut alarge number of those who 
would like to secure this homestead are at a loss 
to determine where they should go to do the 
beet. Railroad companies having grants in the 
West advertise their lands liberally, and their 
circulars are read by thousands; but Uncle Sam 
does no advertising. Many are unable to pay 
from $2 to $10 an acre, and wish to apply 
all their means to the erection of a bouse 
end in the purchase of 4 team 
and esseotial agricultural implements without 
mortgaging their future by running in debt. 
The writer has had some experience in look- 
Ing over a considerabie portion of the most de- 
sirable Jocalities, and bas gathered information 
which may assist others. 
Among the elements to be sought in securing 
@ Western home are: (I) A healthy and com- 
fortable place; (2) good society; (3) accessible, 
rich lands; and (4) proximity to markets. 
Practically, the question of finding a free 
domestead of good land is now limited to Texas, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Minnesota, and Dakota, 
unless one is willing to go farther from railroad 
rommunications than most people are willing to 


fo. 
' TEXAS. 

Teras has vast tracts of State land and a 
Yberal Homestead law under which the head of 
2 family may acquire titie to 160 acres by three 
years’ residence, aud single men eighty acres. 
When that State entered the Union it was 
agreed she should bold title to her own public 
lands, bence the General Government has no 
coutrol over them. Society is such there, and 
laws are so loosely administered, that a wise 
Northern man will keep away. 

NEBRASKA. 

Reference to meteorological tables and care- 
ful inquiry of those whose duty it is to note 
and preserve the evidence of the amount of an- 
nual rainfall in Nebraska, and especially in- 
auiries made at the State University at Lincoin, 
satisfy the writer that, while there is reason to 
believe the rainfall increases westward with the 
progress of settlements, the cultivation of 
the soil and the culture of trees, the 
rainfall in Kansas and Nebraska west of a line 
200 to 225 miles west of the Missouri River is 
not sufficient to insure good crops year by 
year. 

Some of our Far West friends will condemn 
this statement, and especially those who have 
been bevond this line but six months, for it is 
true that the spring of 1879 was favored with a 
rainfall which covered those otherwise partially- 
barren lands with a carpet of green, and thou- 
sands of emigrants, enticed by the fair pros- 
pect last spring, pushed into those western 
counties and took up Government bomesteads. 
The Register of the Land Office at Biooming- 
ton, Neb., in the Valley of the Republican River, 
tells me that last spring an immense business 
was done at bis office, and that all the settlers 
were going into Furnas, Gosper, and Phelps 
Counties, and some even into Red Willow, and 
that tofind land subject to entry under the Tim- 
ber-Culture act one must go, as a rule, beyond 
the firet-named county. It is to be feared that 
Many of these settlers will find themselves 
driver back by drought within three vears. There 
Is certainly much peril. The truth is that the 
railroad facilities have been such that the im- 
Ménse tide of emigration to Kansas and Ne- 
braska of the past few ycars bas covered about - 
all the Government land in those States where

grading was contracted six weeks ago, to be 
finished to the Dakota by Jan. 1 next. 
Beginning at Tracy, in Minnesota, on the 
Winona & St. Peters Road, 525 miles north- 
west from Chicago, it is krown as the Chicago 
& Dakota, to the Minnesota State line; but, in 
Dakota, its name is the Dakota Central. It is 
covered by the Chicago & Northwestern, and 
will de their main line from Chicago to the 
Black Hills, pursuing 1 nearly due west course 
from Tracy to Fort Pierre, where it will cross 
the Missouri River. It runs near the north line 
of Town 110 in Dakota, and splits the two first 
counties, Brookings and Kingsbury, through 
the middle from east to west. The 
first Goveromeat land to be had 
on this line is in Kingebary County,— 
near the centre of the county and west of the 
centre. This isa fine beit of rolling and very 
fertile prairie. There are some lakes, but a pe- 
culiarity is that many which appear on the maps 
are entirely dry, and covered with grass that 
will cut from three to six tons to the acre. 
Among these are Whitewood and Lake Preston. 
The writer rode a pony, last month, through the 
weeds skirting one of th se dry lekes, and found 
that, on horseback, with a stick three fect long 
in bis band, he could only just reach the top of 
the weeds They were from an ipeh to two 
jncbes in diameter at the ground. 

Lake Thompson is about four miles by six, 

near the centre of Kingsbury County, and the 
largest body of water in this locality. Settlers 
are taking up land rapidly, the most of them 
seen by the writer being of a fine class of 
Ameri an farmers from Wisconsin. From 
their appearance and me purpose avowed by 
some to keep intoxicating liquor out of the 
neighborhood, they seem to be the right kind 
of folks. 
UPON THE MILWAUKER a ST. PAUL RAILROAD, 
which is some seventy miles south of the Da- 
kota Central, and pushing for Brule City, on 
the Missouri, most of the Government land is 
already taken, it is said, to the Dakota River 
and beyond. The writer, in the summer 
of 1878, and in September, 1879, staged it and 
traveled on horseback over a large part of the 
territory from Yankton to the line of the Da- 
kota Central Railroad, and from weeks of ob- 
servation, and information received from doz- 
eus of old Wisconsin friends who are farming 
through that section, he learned that those who 
go there are seldom sorry for it. The bovs who 
three years ago were fooling away their time 
about Milwaukee, and as poor as church mice, 
pointed to their six oreight large stacks of 
wheat, and rejoiced over their prosperi- 
ty. “Only $4 fees yet to pay 
at the Land-Oftice, and 1 shall 
have a patent for that 160 acres where 1 live. I 
would not take $1,000 for it now,“ said one 
with great satisfaction. Good health of men, 
women, and children, good nature and elastic 
spirits were the prevailing characteristics of the 
settlers. This region bas a most pleasing vari- 
ety of surface, and in most every quarter-sec- 
tion seen in Lake, Brookings, ana Kingsbury 
Counties can be found from five to twenty acres 
of meadow; that is, low land towards which the 
rest descends, where the grass is especially 
lururiant and yields the beaviest hav. 

Wood is found bere and there near the lakes 
and streams, but is generally scarce. Hay is 
the most common fuel of the farmers. It is 
burned in any kind ofa stove. One can twist 
enougb of it into kinks of stove-wood length 
to cook a breakfast as easily and as quick as be 
can cut wood for the same purpose. In tne 
Valleys of the Medary and the Sioux is the 
dea viest hay I ever saw. 

Besides the two great railroads named, which 
are racing across or into Dakota, there is the 
Hastings & Dakota north of the Dakota Central. 
the St. Paul & Sioux City, and the Southern 
Minnesota: the two latier between the Dakota 
Central and the Milwaukee & St. Paul, aud 
within three miles of eacg other. The Northern 
Pacific is some 180 miles north of the Jakota 
Central. 

The month of October, 1879, is the best time 
for those who want to secure a good bome of 
Government land in Dakota to make their se- 
lections, and pay the Land-Office fees of $14. 
It is necessary to 

VISIT THE LAND DISTRICT 

in person and make the prescribed affidavit at 
the Land Office, or before the Clerk of the 
Court of the county in which the land is, except 
that honorably discharged soldiers and seamen 
who served 90 days in the army or navy during 
the Rebellion may make their selection 
by an agent witbout going from home 
if they know the land they want. The 
writer bas assisted several parties in this by 
2 them the deseription of good quarters. 

upon iuspection at the end of the six months, 
the land is not desired, the soldier can let it go, 
lose the $2 paid to the Land-Office, and select 
again; but, after making entrv,—that is, filing 
the affidavit required and paying the $14,—no 
one can in his life make another choice under 
the Homestead law. He can, if he wishes, after 
living on a quarter six months, pay for it at 
Government price and obtain a patent. instead 
of completing his five years’ residence and get- 
ting it free. The soldier, it is of course well un- 
derstood, under the Homestead laws, is credited 
upon his five years with his period of service in 
the army, but be must live on the land at least 
one year to get it for nothing. 

THE TOTAL FEES 


due the Land-Office, first and last, upon a 
bomestead of 160 acres are, in Minnesota, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, and Dakota, $18; $4 of this is 
paid when the patent is applied for. Soldiers 
and seamen who select as above, and hold a six 
months’ option, pay $2 more. If land within 
railroad land-grant limits is selected, which the 
Government bolds at $2.50 an acre, the office- 
fees are $8 more; that is $4 additional when 
entry is made, and $4 additional when the 
pateut is applied for, ora total of $26. 

In Colorado, Idaho, Utah, Wroming, Montana, 
Nevada, Oregon, California, New Mexico, 
Arizona, and Wasbington Territory § the 
oflice-fees amount to 1 total of 
$34, of which 822 are paid at 
time of entry. By act of Congress, of March 3, 
1879; any person entitled to, a homrstead, 
whether soldier or not, may take 100 acres 
withio land-grant limits, although prior to this 
act those who had not been in the army or navy 
could take but 80 acres of this land. The 
change is, however, of no great importance, 
since the railro ds have no grants where the 
most accessible Government lands now are, but 
in their anxious competition with each other are 
pushing abead and building their roads with- 
out a National subsidy, ana the people 
have an opportunity to follow the roads 
and take their pick from every sec- 
tion, even by the very side of the 
railroad tracks. Dakota bas this great advan- 
tage, that south of the Northern Pacific there is 
no railroad land-grant of any considerable im- 
portance within ber borders, aud her counties 
have not issued railroad bonds. The people can 
have all the land for actual settlement, and the 
Government does not now sell or donate land 
except to actual settlers, or to those who culti- 
vate the soil and raise timber, so that specula- 
tors are not — to get hold of large tracts 
and get rich from tne increased value given to 
their land by the toil of the bonest settlers. 
The people. too, wiil. bave a choice of markets 
and rival railroads, and can ship to Chicago or 
peace Se by ashorter line by way of Du- 
ut

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A TERRIBLE VOYAGE. 


The Steamer Montena Encounters a Harri- 
cane in Midocean—Two Persons Swept 
Overboard and the Boats Wrecked—Res- 
cue of a Starving Cr-w. 

New York Herald, Oct. 17. 

The steamship Montana, of the Guion Line, 
left Liverpool for this port ov the 4th of Octo- 
ber, and reached here on Wednesday after eu- 
countering a storm of very unusual severity. 
The ship was in a perilous position for a short 
time, and there was great alarm and excitement 
among the passengers. Two lives were lost,— 
one of a passenger and the other a member of 
the crew. The men were washed overboard and 
drowned. A narrative of the terriple storm by 
a passenger, and a statement from the purser, 
will be found below: 

We left Liverpool on the 4th of October,” 
said one of the passengers to a reporter. in a 
westerly wind, the breeze being fresh and fine. 
We had fogs and it was cold, but all went well 
until Friday, the 10th. On the 9th, however, 
th: re was a strong breeze from the southeast. 
It was cloudy and it was evident that a storm 
was coming up. Oo Friday, the 10th,—an un- 
lucky day, indeed, en this occasion.—the wind 
ooutinued strong and there was a bea vy souther- 
ly swell. This was the beginning, as we after- 
ward found, of one of the most terrible storms 
ever experienced in the Atlantic at this time of 
year. All Friday nicht it was very rough, and 
when we turned out next day we found the gale 
increasing to an awful extent. It was almost a 
miracle that enabled the ship to live through it. 
On Saturday morning ber ‘position was in lati- 
tude 45 degrees 24 minutes, lonetitude 50 de- 
grees 56 minutes. The wind had shifted to the 
northeast and was blowing a hurricane. It was 
almost impossible to have breakfast or to get 
about the ship. The sea was running moupt- 
— high and the wind was blowing witb terrific 

orce. 

**T and five others wbo ventured on deck were 
able to get to the smoking-room bv hanging on 
to the rails. From there we could watch the 
storm by hold fast to the stationary objects. 
The Captain bad been obliged to put the ship 
before the wind as a measure of safety. She 
was fairly flying over the waves, but seemed to 
ride beautifully and safely over wem. I man- 
aged to get up on the bridge with the second 
officer, and, while bolding on for dear life, I 
could not but wonder at the terrible fury of the 
storm. One moment the ship would be lifted 
up dy a gigantic wave, and the next we would 
drop down into the trough of the sea, impris- 
oned by walls of water on all sides. Everv few 
moments a terrible wave would strike us witha 
shock that made the vessel tremble from stem 
tostern, Afterrunning before the gale for 
some time, and finding it increase, the Captain 
decided upon going sbout and heaving-to. In a 
few words he warned the sailors to look out for 
the ir lives. He ordered the engines stoppea, 
and then caused the wheel to be put 
bard down. Then the engines were started 
slowly; and to turn the ship about wes to go 
directiv in the teeth of the gale. As the seas 
strack us the great ship’s course was changed, 
and as she wore around she careened over so 
that her beam ends were under. They tell me 
that even the Captain beld his breath as the 
ship went through the trough of the sea. The 

tion at this critical interval was as daoger- 
ous as it could be, and had a heavy sea struck 
us at this time we would probabiy bave gone to 
destruction. At this time 1 and three others 
were in the smoking-room, and we thougnt it 
was all over. 

“In the saloon a terrible scene was taking 
place. Panic-stricken passengers were crying 
and screaming, and ladies were fainting. To 
make matters worse, a sea was shipped into the 
engide- room, which seuta puff of steam into 
the saloons with a. hissing sound. This caused 
an alarm of fire, and for a short time there was 
terrible excitement. Heavy seas continued to 
break over us, and at a quarter past 1 a gigantic 
wave wasbed away a large life-boat, crushing it 
to a thousand pieces. Later op, others were 
Sener until only one seaworthy boat was 
eft. 

At the time the first boat was crushed the 
first loss of life occurred. Two steerage pas- 
sengers were standing near the funnel. ‘The 
same wave which smashed the boat swept them 
away. One of them managed to grasp the rail 
just as he was going over. lie was quickly res- 
eue d, but his companion was never seen again. 
Ido not know bis name, but he was traveling 
alone. He livelin Pennsyivania. Shortly aft- 
er this, while the sailors were trying to secure 
the foresail, another heavy sea dashed over us. 
One of the sailors, named Michael Higgins, was 
swept overboard and drowned, and another was 
badiy burt. At 8 p. m. the fury of the harri- 
cane bad in nowise abated. The sails had been 
cut or blown away, one of the funnels dismau- 
tied, aud the wheelman’s place on the bridge 
broken up. During the night there was oct 
much sleep among the passengers. The ship’s 
bell kept tolling with the pitching of the sbip, 
and the scene Was a dismal one. The engine 
bad been kept going just enough to keep the 
ship’s bead in the right position. 

“The only other noteworthy incident of the 
vovage was the relief of a starving crew which 
we ran across on the 6th of October. We sight- 
ed a bark flying signals of distress, and found 
her to be the Perseverance, of Bristol, bound 
from an American port to Bristol. She bad 
been sixty-three days at sea, and bad ruo short 
of provisions. For fifteen days they bad nothing 
to eat but ship-bread and water.“ 

From a statement made toa Hera'd reporter 
atterward by the ship’s purser, it appears that 
the upfortupate passenger who was lost was 
named E. Simpson. He was 40 vears old. The 
purser also states that only one of the ship’s 
boais was lost and another damaged.

THE NEW TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CMA, Oct. 20.—Rumors bave been in cir- 
culation among the business men of this city 
that the American Union Telegraph Company 
has sold out to the Western Union. The follow- 
ing copy of ateiegram is the only foundation 
for the rumor: 

New York, Oct. 14, 1870. — 7b J. K. Fisher: 
There will be no opposition telegraph company. 
Western Union takes new lines at cost. Vander- 
bilt and Gould are joint account on Erie and 
Union Pacific. Buy Pacific Maii at every decline 
over fifty. Keene and another party agree upon 
taxing seats in the Board.

On the 16th inst. Mr. Jay Gould directed a 
telegram to be sent to Mr. J. K. Fisher to the 
effect that no proposition for the sale of the 
American Union would be entertained. On the 
17tb inst. Mr. D. H. Bates, of New York, Prest- 


dent of the American Union, called upon Mr. 
Hatch in New York ior an explanation, and in 
the interview the latter admitted that there was 
no foundation for the rumor, and that it was 
sent purely for speculative purposes to keep up 
the prices of Western Union stock. 

It would seem that these deniais uf the report 
would be suflicient to satisfy the public; but, 
through the influence of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, the report is still being 
generally circulated among the business men 
and the members of the City Council, from 
which we are seeking a right of way to the butid- 
ing recently leased by our Company on the 
northwest corner of Washington and LaSalle 
streets, and I deem it but proper to state to the 
public the advancement already made in the 
building of a competing telegraph live. 

Up to this date we have expended for pur- 
chase and conatruction of lines about 81.000, 000, 
and have erected over 5.000 miles of wire be- 
tween the following named points, viz.: New 
York and Boston and Cape Cod, four wires; 
New York and Albany, five wires; Albany and 
Montreal, two wires; Albany and Buffalo, two 
wires; Buffalo and Pittsburg, two wires (near 
completed) ; and Toledo and Cleveland, 
two wires; Toledo and Cincinnati, two wires; 
Chicago and Decatur, two wires (ocariv fin- 
ished); St. Louis and Decatur, two wires; St. 
Louis and Kansas City, two wires; New York 
and Washington, four wires. 

In addition, we have arranged for various 
connecting lines which will enabie us to transact 
a general telegraph business between ali the 
principal cities and towns in the territory cov- 
ered by the limits of Boston and Omaha, ercent- 
ing Chicago. Besides, we have purchased about 
one-thiru of the capital stock of the Dominion 
Telegraph Company of Canada, and have leased 
the lines of that Company, aggregating about 
14,000 miles of wire, for a term of ninety-nine

Stanton to Jam‘s Buchanan.

[The editor of the Vorn American Review 
hopes that it is no longer necessary for him to 
assure his readers that he takes part neither 
with the Trojans nor with the Tyrians in any of 
the various controversies which have so far been 
evoked from time to time by contributors to 
these pages. It is only Dy way, therefore, of 
what the lawyers call “abuodant caution,” that 
the editor bas thought it well to request bis 
readers to remember this while reading the ſu- 
teresting extracts from che Diary of a Public 
Man“ in 1861, which he is now laying before 
them; and that he pow reminds them of it in 
connection with the even more interesting let- 
ters of the late Mr. Stanton to the late Prsident 
Buchanan, which appear below. 

These letters were handed to the editor fo 
publication by a distinguished gentleman, who 
desires that his pame may not for the vresent 
be made known, and into whose possession they 
came indirectly from a collection of private 
papers left dy the late President Buchanan. 
Of their authenticity no more doubt can be en- 
tertained than of the importance of the light 
which they throw upon that twilignt period just 
preceding the outbreak of the Civil War, about 
which so little has ever been definitly and ac- 
curately known, and the interest of which 


grows with every passing day, and month, and 
year. As will be seen, these letters of Mr. 


Stauton bear directly upon the very grave and 
momentous events treated of in the extracts 
which we givein the present number from the 
contemporaneous * Diary of a Public Man.“ 
When we remember that Mr. Stanton, at the 
time when these letters were written, was bit- 
terly opposed to Mr. Seward, and indeed to the 
whole Administration of Mr. Lincoln, while the 
diarist, on the contrary, lived in friendly and 
familiar relation with Mr. Seward, and was evi- 
dently more inciined to support than to assail 
Mr. Lincoln, the corroborative value of the 
letters to the diary, and of the diary to the 
letters, will be evident. Between them they 
illuminate one of the most trying and important 
epochs of our own history, and indeed of all 
modetu history, with a clear and novel light. 
And, while the editor is in duty bound to make 
the most formal disclaimer possible of any in- 
tention or disposition on his part to accept this 
light as final, he is sure that he will have the 
approval of all intelligent and candid readers 
for transmitting it to them exactly as it comes 
to him, without assuming in any way either to 
intensify or to mitigate it. It is tolerably cer- 
tain that, at the time treated of in these letters 
and in the Diary, neither Mr. Stanton nor the 
diarist, nor indeed any man, no matter what his 
opinions or bis powers may have been, can have 
been in possession of all the facts essential to 
forming a truly just judgment of the men, or 
a truly wise opinion as to the tendencies of the 
bour; nor can we flatter ourselves with occupy- 
ing a better position iu regard to either, until 
we shall have exhausted all possible means of 
securing all possible information as to both.—

In the last ten dars noth- 
ing bas occurred here, to my knowledge, but 
what you will seein the newspapers. ‘here 
has been vo further action in respect to the 
Supreme Judgeship. It is generaily under- 
stood that Crittenden will not be nomit ated. 
Judge Campbell bas reconsidered his resigua- 
tion, and will not resign immediately. ‘The 
Court adjuurns to-day. I am now writing in 
the Supreme Court room. If the Court ever 
reassembles there will be considerable change 
in its organization. Judge Grier went bome 
sick two days ago. Judge McLean is reported 
to be quite ill. Lincoln will probably (if his 
Administration continues four years) make a 
change that will affect the constitutional doc- 
trines of the Court. The pressure for office 
continues unabated. Every department is over- 
run, aud by the time that a. I the patronage is 
distributed the Republican party will be dis- 
solved. I hope that peace and tranquillity, with 
cessation from vour intense labors, will long 
preserve you in heaith and happiness.

WasnarIncTon, April 8, 1861.—Dzar Am: Al- 
though a considerable period bas elapsed since 
the date of my last letter to you, nothing has 
transpired here of iaterest but what is fully de- 
tailed in the newspapers. Mr. Toucey leit here 
last week; Judge Black is still in the city. Gen. 
Dix made a short visit at the request of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. Mr. Holt, I think, 
is still bere, but I have not seen him for several 
days. Lou of course saw Tnompson’s answer 
and Mr. Holt’s reply. I bave not bad ans inter- 
course with avy of the present Cabinet, except 
a few brief interviews with Mr. Bates, the At- 
torney-General, on business connected with his 
department.

I have understood that 
Judge Campbell was the person alluded to, and 
that Judge James Nelson, and perhaps Catron, 
were the other persons cognizant ot Mr. Seward’s 
assurances respecting the evacuation of Fort 
Sumter. Mr. Holt is still bere; Judge Black 
has been absent some weeks, but returned night 
before last. Mr. Holt stays at home pretty 
closely, and 1 have met him very seldom, 
though I ocvasionally hear of his visiting some 
of the departments. The state of affairs is 
tolerably weli detailed in public prints. But no 
description could convey to you the panic that 
prevaiied bere for several days after the Balti- 
more riot, and beſore communications were re- 
opened. This was increased by reports of the 
trepidation of Lincoln that were circulated 
through the streets. Almost every family 
packed up their effects. Women and children 
were sent awavio great numbers: provisions 
advanced to famine prices. In a great measure 
the alarm has passed away, but there is still a 
deep apprehension that before long the city is 
doomed to be the scene of battle ana carnage. 
In respect to the military operations 
going on or contemplated, little is 
known until the results are announced in 
the newspapers. Gen. Scott seems to have carte 
blanche. He is, in fact, the Government; and 
if bis health continues, vigorous measures are 
anticipated. For the last few days I have been 
moving my family,—my former residence being 
made unpleasant by troops and hospitals sur- 
rounding me. Io the present state of affairs I 
do not like to leave home, or I would pay you 
a Visit; but no one knows what may happen any 
day, or how soon communications may be again 
interrupted. Marching and drelliug are going 
on all day in every street. The troops that have 
arrived bere are in general fine-looking, able- 
bodied, active men, well equipped, and appar- 
eutly ready and willing for the service iu which 
they are engaged. Your cordial concurrence in 
the disposition to maintain the Government and 
resist aggression gives great satisfaction, and [ 
am pleased to observe a letter from you in the 
Intelligencer of this morning. I beg you to pre- 
sent my compliments to Miss Lane. There are 
mauv etories afloat among the ladies in the city 
that would amuse her, but, as thev are no doubt 
told ber by lady correspondents, it 18 needless 
for me to repeat them. I bope you may con-

Wasnrineton, Mar 19, 1861.—Drar Sm: You 
will see in the New York papers Judge Camp- 
bel,’s report of the negotiations between bim- 
self and Mr. Seward, to which I referred in my 
letter of last week. They had been related to 
me by the Judge, about the time they closed. 
Mr. Seward’s silence will not relieve him from 
the imputation of deceit and double dealing in 
the minds of many, although I do not believe 
itcan justiy be mputed to him. I have no 
doubt he bel eved that Sumter would be evacu- 
ated, as he stated. it would be. But the War 
party overruled him with Lincoln, and he was 
forced to give up, byt could not give up his 
office. This isa sacrifice no Republicao will be 
att to make. But this correspondence shows 
that Mr. Frederick Seward was not in the line of 
truth when he said that negotiations ceased on 
the 4th of March. The New York Avening Post 
is very severe on Judge Camobell, and very 
unjustly so, for the Judge has been as anxiously 
and patriotically earnest to preserve the Govern- 
ment as any man in the United States, and has 
sacrificed more than any Southeru man rather 
than yield to the Secessivnists.

WASHINGTON, June 8, 1861.— DAR Sm: Your 
friends here are very much gratified by Judge 
Black's report of improvement in your heaith. 
‘The accounts we have had occasioned a great 
deal of sulicitude concerning you; but I trust 
that you may now be speedily restored. I have 
not written to you for some time, because there 
was nothing to communicate that would cheer 
or gratify you. While every patriot has rejoiced 
at the enthusiastic spirit which the Nation has 
aroused to maintain its existence and honor, the 
peculation and fraud that immediately spring.up, 
to prey upon the volunteers and grasp the pub- 
lic money as plunder and spoil, have created a 
strong feeling of loathing and disgust. Aud no 
sooner had the appearance of imminent danger 
passed awav, and the Administration recov- 
ered from its pavic, than a deter- 
mination became manifest to give a strict 
party direction, as far as possible, to 
the great National movement. After a 
few Democratic appointments, as Butler and 
Dix, everything else has been exclusively de- 
voted to Biack Republican interests. ‘This bas 
already excited a strong reactionary feeling, not 
only in New York, but in the Western States. 
Gen. Dix informs me that he bas been so Ladly 
treated by Cameron, and so disgusted by the 

eneral course of the Administration, that he 
utends immediately to resign. This will be 
followed by a withdrawal of financial confidence 
and support to a very great extent. Indeed, 
the course of things for the last four weeks has 
been such as to excite distrust in every depart- 
ment of the Government. ‘The military move- 
ments, or rather inaction, also excite great ap- 
prehension. It is believed that Davis and 
Beauregard are both in this vicinity,—one at 
Harper’s Ferry, the other at Manassas Gap.— 
and that they can concentrate over 60,000 
troops. Our whole force does not exceed 
45.000. it is also reported that discord exists 
between the Cabinet and Gen. Scott in respect 
to important points of strategy. 

Our condition, therefore, seems to be one 
of even greater danger thao at any 
former period, for the consequence of 
success by the Secessionists would be 
far more extensive aud irremediable than 
if the Capitol had been seized weeks ago. Ould 
is reported as having gone off and joined the 
Secessionists. Harvey, the new Minister to 
Spain, it is discovered, was a correspondent, with 
the Secessionists, and communicated the de- 
signs and operations of the Government to 
Judge McGrath. It is supposed ne will be re- 
called. Cassius Clay bas been playing the fool 
at London, by writing letters to the 1 mes, 
which that paper treats with ridicule and con- 
tempt. The impression here is, that the decided 
and active countenance and support of the 
British Governmeit will be given to the South- 
ern Confederacy.

Sir: Three days ago [ received the inclosed let- 
ters under cover addressed to me. Upon read- 
ing the first seatence, I perceived there must be 
some mistake, and, turning over the leaf, saw 
that the address was to Judge Black, and 1 
therefore return them unread. I should have 
handed them to him, but bare not seen him 
since thev were received, and am informed that 
he left here some days ago. ‘The dreadful dis- 
aster of Sunday can scarcely be mentioned. The 
imbecility of this Administration culminated in 
that catastrophe; an irretrievab.e misiortune 
and National disgrace never to be forgotten are 
to be added to the ruin of all peaceful pursuits 
and National bankruptcy as the result of Lin- 
coln’s running the machine“ for five months. 
You perce:ve that Bennett is for a change of 
the Cabinet, and proposes for one of the new 
Cabinet Mr. Holt. It is not unlikely 
that some change in the War and Navy Depart- 
ments may take place, but none beyond tucse 
two Departments unt I Jefferson Davis turns out 
the whoie concern. The capture of Washington 
seems now to be inevitable; during the whole 
of Munday and Tuesday it mizbt have been 
taken without anv resistance.

The readiness with which his money 
bas been paid over bas imparted confidence to 
small holders, and created some demand from 
the geueral public. Without assuming anything 
in reference to the present value of the mine, it 
is a safe proposition to affirm that it is worth 
more than it was a ear ago.

EXPORTS OF LIVE ANIMALS. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics reports 
that the value of the exports from the United 
States of live animals of all kinds increased 
from $5.844,658 during the year ended June 30, 
1878, to $11,487,754 during the year ended June 
80, 1879. 

Of the total exports. of live animals during 
the last fiscal year, 71 per cent were sent to 
Great Britain. 

The value of the exports of cattle increased 
from 83.896. 818 during the year ended qune 30, 
1878, to $8,379,200 during the year eoded June 
90, 1879. 

Of the total exports ~f cattle during the last 
fiscal year, 79 per cent were shipped to Great 
pritain. The value of the c&ttle exported to 
Great Britain increased from $2,408,848 during 
the year ended June 30, 1878, to $6,616,114 dur- 
ing the year ended June 30, 1879. 

It is believed that the improvements which 
have been made, and are still in progress, for 
effecting the speedy transportation of cattle, 
and for securing their comfort and health, both 
on railroad cars and on shipboard, will result in 
a large and constant increase of the exports of 
live animals. 

Under the present facilities for direct ship- 
ments on through bills of lading irom the 
Northwestern States to Europe, the persons 
placed in charge of the cattie at the interior 
point of shipmect in wanv instances accompany 
them throughout the entire series to Liver- 
pool, thus securing greater efficiency in the care 
of the animals.

Outlaws Who Defy Both Justice and 


R@ezge—Detectives on Their 
Track. 


By Telegraph to New erk Herald. 
Mirren, Ga., Oct. 16. Udon reaching 


is usually quiet little city I found a deviorable 


state of affairs existing in the upper part of the 
pounty. In fact, the condition of things is al- 
most incredibie. A band of men, numbering 
probably ten or tweive, after committing mur- 
der and arson, openiy defy arrest ard continue 
their work of depredation. Back of the sceve 
of their outrages isa deep swamp in which 
they hide themselves when they discover the 
aoproach of a force that they cannot openly 
resist. 


In order/that the situstion, which promises 
much of thrilling interest, may be understood, 
it is nécessarv to review the occurrences of the 
past few years in Baldwin County. Foar or five 
years azo there came to Baldwin irom East 
Teunessee an ill-formed huuchback by the name 
of Michael Shaw. He soon betrayed a must 
desperate character, and was surrounded by 


men equally bad. In 1875 the negroes of the 


middle belt of Georgia planned an insurreetion 
that was to embrace several counties and utter- 
ly weed out the whites. These plaus were dis- 
sovered by a chance letter picked up contaioing 
en order t. the Cabtain of a negro company, 
and almost instantly the whites went to organ- 
ming ali through the black belt. Shaw put him- 
self at the head of his little band of despera- 
does, which be named the “Georgia Tigers.“ 
uud went to work as a sort of patrol and regu- 
lating squad. There is vo telling what damage 
was done during these days of disturbauce, as 
the country was ful! of fugitive negroes and 
armed squads, but nothing can be learned 
debuitiv. After things aad quieted down, now- 
ever, it was discovered that Shaw and his crowd 


were still organized and were plunder.ng and 
killing. ‘incy operated upon we edge of a 


' gwamp, and it was impossible to detect them. 


The pegroes were driven out of the sec ion that 

infested, anc valuable plantations were thus 
rendered almost wortpiess. One day Col. Me- 
Comb. who owved one of these places, received 
an anonymous letter, telling nim wat if he 
would look ip an vid well on his piace be would 
fiad the skeletons of taree men who bad been 
missing for some time, and that the skeleton of 
another missing man could be found in a creek 
pear by, where it had been anchored down with 
stones. Ine letter turiher said tat Mike Shaw

SUSPECTED FAMILY. 
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‘ ö er & 
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ia said that they run an illicit still, and are 
ready to vrotect themselves in doing so. 
Indeed, three of the boys are now bid ng be- 
cause of a rate figot they had with 
revenue officers a few months ago, iu waich one 
Deputy was killed aud another desperately 
wounded, These men were sed of iilicit 
disiill.ng, and a force of Deputies, under the 
leadership of Lumsden, had frequevtiv searched 
for them. ‘The Eanises were known to be hard 
fighters and good hiders, and the fead between 
them and the revenue people had been of long 
duration. At length the collision occurred, al- 
though revorts differ as to the manner of its 
bringing about. ‘The friends of the Ennises say 
that the boys were iu their house at supper 
with their wives and one other lady when 
Lumsden and his crowd avpeared at the door 
and began firing mto the eat ng-room; that the 
Ennisés arose and returned the fire, killing 
Lumsden and wounding Kinueburn. but escap- 
mg unhurt themselves. The Marsdals declare 
that che Ennises fired first. They say that they 
approached the house, and, find.ng the bovs at 
home, and knowing their desperate character, 
drew their revolvers and rushed in. ‘The boys 
arose as quick as li, hin ng, flasned out their 
revoivers, and the ball ovened. Several 
shots were exchanged, aud it is thought ope 
of the Envises was wounded. The affair created 
great excitement, and soldiers went out to make 
a search for the fugitives. Ot course hey could 
not be found. hey bad retreated into their 
swamp-fastnesses, and no trace could be gotten. 
It was reported hat hey had left the country, 
and the matter of the revenue trouble had 
pretty well blown over. 
A CAMP-MEETING TROUBLE. 


It is said, furthermore, that one of the Ennises 
bad trouble with the negro Cicero Woo was 
killed about one vear ago. Ihe negroes had a 
large camp-meeting, and one of the rules pro- 
bib, ted the seilmg of liquor on the grounds, 
and Cicero was appointed as a sort of special 
policeman to see that this rule was earried out. 
One of whe Eanises tried to sell liquor on the 
grounds and Cicero attempted to stop him. 
The result was a difficulty. It was shortiy after 
this chat the negro was Ku-Kluxed and waoipped. 
It is impossible to get any ove to say 
that it is the Eunises who are doing this 
work. ‘They tell the circumstaaces as 
above, but refuse to draw any conelu- 
sions. The truth is, the family is a very strong 
ooe, and, with few exceptions. a very orderly 
and well-behaved one. ‘They pave fine property 
throughout me section of the country in watch 
the troubles bave oczurrei, and live there in 
cunégiderabie numbers. the are very clannish, 
and tully realize the fact that blood is taicker 
than water. If it is true that some of these 
peoole have become embroiled in this trouble. 
the whole family will be apt to st md Dv them. 
The truth is, the preseut trouble is looked ou 
by them as more of a fgator feud than anytaing 
else. ‘ihere has been no robbery or plunder. 
It is simply revenge ud destruc ion of life und 
property, and they will not be abt co sit quietiy 
by and see the younger members of their :amily 
taken up and bung. they havea very large 
following outside of he immediate family, and, 
if it is these men, there will be trouble in find- 
ing them, or in fixing hem, or in arresting them. 

ANOTHER DESPERATE BROOD. - 

There is stiil another tamily the members of 
which are suspected of having some connection 

th these outrages. ‘ihey live along the 
swamps that skirt he county, and are known 
as whe Pounds crowd. Several members of this 
family are good citizens, and one of them is 
especially clever and oroper spirited. Tuere 
are o bers, though, chat are of ne worst sort, 
accord:ng to repute. Oue of their exoloits was 
given to me by a man who lives near hem. and 
who Said. Don't give my name, for if it was 
known mat had told this my lite woulda't be 
worth a bawbee; they would burn me oat and 
murder me.“ He nen said that a short time 
avo une of these Pounds had a note of Dr. 
Gilmore on a negro named McLellan that was 
in his hands for collecuon. ‘The negro ciaimed 
that he had paid part of it to Dr. Gilmore 
and the o her part to Pounds himself. Pounds 
swore that this was not true. McLellan thea 
introduced a negro named Alfred Murdock, 
who swore that he had seen MeLellau 
pay Pounds $10 on the note; 
that he happened to be passing the roa lone 
day and saw the tranractiion; that »icLellan 
paid $10, aud that Pounds created the amount 
on the note witn a pencil. On this tes'imony, 
and the concurreut testimony of a White man, 
Justice Miller gave judgment in favor of the 
nevero. A short time after the Court adjourned 
Altred came to Miller and said hat his tile uad 
been threatened by Pounds and his friends: 
that they told him he wouldn’t have long to 
live. ‘The negro was very much frigutened and 
wanted to leave the country: but Muiler said 
he supposed they wanted to scare him out. He 
went to his dome and about two weeks after 
was killed by unknown parties. He was sitt ng 
in nis cabin with bis tamily when the biaze of a 
gun flashed turouen a crack in the walis and he 
tell back dead. It was never koown who his 
murderer was. Threats were made against ihe 
Waite wit ness who swore. and a notification 
was received by Miiler’s wife, stating that they 
meant to kill him. It was impossible to get 
testimony to convict these parties, as all the 
neighoors were afraid to swear in the matter, 
and no one eise Knew thelacis. [here are pev- 
ple here who believe that the Pounds are con- 
ceroed in tue truudles in the county. 

A NATURAL FASTNESS. 


The people of Milledgeviile are not hopeful of 
the clearmg out of these gangs. hey have 
made ine southeast part of Baldwin and the 
west part of Hancock almost worthless. It is 
impossible tor men to live there iu any sort of 
saicty. Said one citizen: I doubt if they can 
be rovted out. the swamp that stretcoes 
toward Wilkinson is about impenetrabie. I 
don’t think there has been a white man in it, 
except these fellows, in twenty vears. Once 
in were they can bod their own against 
a thousand men. It wal be very hard to 
identify them. ‘they would kill a detective as 
they would a dog, if thev cauzht him, and thev 
would make it uusaie for even a suspected per- 
son. their reigu is so absolute over ‘le peoole 
that they will not dare to tell any human be ng 
of their knowledge of the gang. they have 
plenty ot arms, money, and friends, and it will 
be fortunate if the detectives cau kill them out 
iu a month. If tney can ever be ‘flushed’ and 
run into the swamp the people of tne surround- 
ing counties will hunt them down as mey 
would wild beasts.” 

‘Lhe detective will leave Milledgeville to-night 
for the scene of the trouble, disguised. Your 
vorrespondent follows him to the house next to 
Robson’s vacated nouse, where he has letters to 
a per-ectivy trusty person. The story of the 
detective’s wiles, and strategems, aud straggles 
must be reserved for a future letter. 

TA LATEST OUTRAGES. 

On last night the outiaws attacked the prem- 
ises of Mr. Luke Robinson, and burned bis 
barns, stables, and gios. Two men who were 
stunding guard over the buildings were fired at 
and driven off, one being wounded. fhe houses 
were then burned, the figures of the outlaws 
be.ng plainly seen as they stood laughng and 
shouting in the light of the flames. O ber 
houses and lives have been threatened, and the 
greatest consternation prevaiis in the troubled 
section. A note has been sent to the Miiledge- 
ville Mayor, saying that ther would pay aim a 
visit sooa, though of course no fears are felt in 
the city. Old man Eunts, who stands very high, 
says to-day that his boys have nothing to do 
with these affairs, and have not been in the 
county for several months. ‘ihe Governor is 
posted daily as to developments, and is deter- 
mined to capture these men if it takes a regi- 
ment of soldiers.

1 tuiuk tais a very good plan, but, unfortu- 
nateiy, all the stree:s that have been macadain- 
ized. berevofore have been built at ouce uy, to 
the ful grade, requir ug the whole to be re- 
moved to make room for the permancut pave- 
meut. 

I remember wher West Madison street was 
paved trom Ashlind to Western avenue, thin«- 
ing what a pity it was to disturd such a fine 
soiid foundation as the macadam formed, and 
which had to be all laboriously picked out aud 
carted awa... 

As it is proposed to macadamize or gravel sev- 
eral streets on he West Side, I suggest that in 
autic.pavion of future pav.ag the present work 
be finisaed, say a foot below grade, which can 
be very weil endured, as a large part of the 
pavemeuts io the hurat district are now from 
oue to taree feet below the new grade. 

By tuis plan ne advantages on an unimproved 
street would be: First, ibe preseut say.ug of 
ove foot of lng; second, the sav ug of the ex- 
‘pense of break ng up and remov ng the macad- 
am; and, third, ihe superior solidity of a com- 
pact, well-ceinented surface over ihe loose and 
po. ous soil left after “he macadam is taken up.

SOUTHERN CHIVALRY. 


The Way the Best Citizens of Grenada, M'ss., 
Got Rid of Their Postmistres and Her 
Family, Because They Were Repuclicans 
-—Glorying ia Insaits and Cruelty to a 
Lady. 


New York Tribune, Oct. 18. 

The Mississippi plan of removing Postmasters 
who are obnoxious, because tney are Repub- 
licans, differs somewhat from the South Caro- 
lina method, as illustrated in tbe Biackville 
case, but appears to be more effective. The fol- 
lowing account of the events connected with the 
closing ot the Post-Office at Grenada, Migs., in 
December, 1876, has been gathered from official 
reports and from other trustworthy sources. 
The occurrences to be related were lost sight of 
amidst the o:her exciting events of that period. 

On the 20th of November, 1876, Special Agent 
Small, of the Postal Service, received instruc- 
tions to investigate the burning of the Post- 
Office at Grenada, Miss., on the night of Oct. 
81, of the same year, and also to inquire into 
the truth of complaints made by the Post- 
mistress, Mrs. Price, of indignities and 
outrages committed upon her and mem- 
bers of her family because they were Repubd- 
licans. Agent Small at once went to Grenada, 
where be spent two days pursu ng his inquiries. 
In order to get at the truth,.he did not make 
himself known asa Federal officia!, but gave 
out that he was a drummer soliciting orders. 
He mingled freely with the f eople of the town, 
and became so thoroughly convinced that the 
lives of the Postmistress and her family were 
in danger that he strongly advised them to 
leave the place. The Agent made his report 
under date of Nov. 23, 1876. After describ ng 
the scenes of violence and intimidation which 
preceded the day of the Presidential election 
and the taking possession of the polls by the 
bulldozers on the morning of that day, he con- 
tinued: 

„The Republican Supervisor of Election, Mr. 
Fairfield, protested against all this and other 
objectionable and unlawful proceed:ngs, such 
as examining the tickets of colored Democrats, 
and cutting on the shins the few Republicans 
who managed to get near enough to vote; but 
he was ovly laughed at and ridiculed. The 
Deputy United States Marshals were treated 
with still greater disrespect and contemot, 
their authority be ng not oulv denied but defied ; 
and in sume instances their badges were torn 
off them and trampied under foot. I relate 
tnese things simply for the purpose of enabl.ng 
you te understand bow next to impossibie it is 
for a Republican, and especially an officehoider 
under the United States, to live in a comma- 
nity where proceed nes such as these are 
not only not discountenanced, but are 
applauded and _ extolled. As I have 
already stated, Mr. Price did not vote, 
and so fearful is he of assasins ion 
that he is afraid to venture out of his house 
after night. His wife is he Postmistress, and 1 
venture to say a more efficient and faitafal of- 
Her is not to be found in the service. All 
aloug has this estimable lady been subjected tu 
the most bumiliat ng aud insult ng iodignities, 
the seli-stvled chivalric, high-toned gentlemen 
of the South treat eng her with absolute cruelty 
and brutaiity, simply because she is a Federal 
officeholder and the wife of a leading Repub- 
hean. Time and again nas Mre. Price called the 
attention of the civil authorities to these ort- 
rages, but ei her tbrougn ageir inability or their 
indifference little attention has been paid to her 
complaints. the fact of ne matter is that the 
Soa bern Democrats consider that the Repub- 
licans living among them possess no rights 
waoicn they are bound to respect, and to taink 
that a Republican can obtain justice in 
a State Court in Mississippi is simple 
absurd. Proposing to foliow the er- 
ample of United States Marshal Pierce, 
of Oxford, Mus., Mr. Weeks, Pos master of 
Winona, M’ss., und o her Republicans of that 
State, now refugees from their homes, the Post- 
mistress aud her family now coute nolate flight 
to save allof which they bave not yet been de- 
prived,— heir principles and their lives. Should 
they carry out this des gu I submit chat if nota- 
ing severer can be done by the State or National 
authorities to correct the deplorable state of 
affairs in this community, the Pust-Office De- 
partment can at least snow its disapproval by a 
withdrawal of its presence and the susoend ng 
of mail facilities until the people of Grenada 
conclude to treat the Government and its offi- 
cers with proper consideration and respect. 1 
therefore recommend that the Post-Offi-e at 
Grenada, Miss., be discoutinued as soon as the 
Price family have made heir escape therefrom.“ 

To illustrate the indignities to which sue was 
subjected by the ch.vairy of Grenada, Mrs. 
Price, who is now a resident of Wash ngton, 
relates the following incidents: A few days 
alter the election (Nov. 7, 1874) a large oumoer 
of citizens of Grenada presented themselves in 
front of the Post-Office. They mounted two 
negroes, attired in red shirts and caps, ona 
broken down mule, which they then drove into 
the Post-Office. The negroes were tuen made 
to s ng the most insulting, obscene, and vuigar 
songs, while the crowd in the backgrouad 
eneered them on, yelled, avd repeated their 
order to the Postmistress to leave the town or 
take the consequences. The Mavor of the 
town, and o nher leading citizens led the cheer- 
ing and threw up their hats in delight 
at the insuits heaped uoon the Yankee 
Postmistress. On anocher occasion a citizen 
of the town stood in tront of the 
office for a couple of hours about midday, curs- 
ing Mrs. Price and order ug her to leave town, 
say ug that * nod—d carpet-bagger ”’ could stay 
there. About the same time a yonog u. an, be- 
lon ging to one of the rst families”? in the 
county, called at the office for marl, and, on be- 
ing informed that there was none for him, be 
turoed upon the Postmistress and called her a 
„Add iiar.”” He then went about the streets 
boasting of what be bad done. On ano ber be- 
casion a large coffin, labeled “ Price’s coffin,” 
and covered with Ku-Kiux devices designed by 
Mr. Barksdale, a cousin of Dixon’s assassin, was 
planted uprigut against the outer door of the 
Pyst-Oflice one nicht so that it would fall in- 
ward when the door was opened in the morn- 
ing. It turned out as intended, and a dozen or 
more of the leading citizens“ were on hina 
early next mocoing to witness the culmination 
ot the juke,—for they afterward explained that 
this was only a little pleasautry.“ 

Ono still ano ber occasion Mrs. Price was vio- 
lently assaulted by the Sheriff of che county, 
a burly rufflau named French. He choked and 
snook her until the blood rau in streams. She 
was ill for weeks afterward, and will never re- 
cover from the injuries then inflicted. Her bus- 
bind aopeared before the Grand Jury, and, be- 
sides his own testimony, gave in the names ot a 
n.imber of witnesses who saw the assault on his 
wife committed. Subpcenas were issued for 
these witnesses. The suoponas were placed in 
the hands of the Sheriff who had made the as- 
sault to be served. Notung was beard from 
them aiterward, and this Mississippi conserva- 
* the peace was never tried, much less pun- 


the Post-Office and all the other buildings 
beloog ug to ne Price family, which had cost 
the n about $15.000, were burued bv incendiaries 
alter midnigut on the night of Oct. 31, 1876. 
No white man raised a bind to save anything 
from the flames. Mr. Price was absent from 
home that night, but the people did not know 
it, und, as they stood by his b arning dwelling, 
they repeatediv cried that hey had old Price 
at last,“ and **d——n him, let him burn.“ Not 
only were all the white citizens of the town 
present on this occasion, but most of the white 
la lies also turned out in fuil dress to grace this 
triamoh of Mississippi chivalry. 

Who were the Prices and way were they so 
treated? Mr. and Mrs. Price had lived in Ken- 
tucky tor a>out twenty years before the War, 
hav: settled in that State soon after their 
arrival in this country from England. Mr. 
Price joined the Union army at the outbreak 
of the Rebellion. After the battle of 
Pittsburg Landing he rendered some mate- 
Hi service to a wounded Confederate officer 
w io was captured. The officer’s watch had been 
ta:en from him and montus afterward Mr. 
Pee recovered it. As soon as the War closed 
h: went to Mississippi and restored it to its 
over. The gratefal ex- Coufederate impor- 
tun d him to remove to Mississ{p i and engage 
in panting. He finally decided to do so, and 


wen there and invested ali he bad, some $7,000. 


He vasa Republican and that was his only 
eri ge. He took an active part in politics and 
was for several years a member of the State 
S-nate. Hus wife, a laay of culture and refiae- 
ment, was appointed Postmistress of Grenada 
by President Grant and beld ue office for sev- 
eral years, notii she and her family, to save their 
lives, were obliged to flee irom he State where 
they had invested and lost heir ail. Mr. Price 
now occupies an humbd.e position under the 
Government, but for many months after es-
